“Lost, strayed or stolen’? would 
seem to furnish an answer to the 
oft-repeated question ‘‘What has 
become of the Hose 3 investigation? 
Without any knowledge of the 
underlying facts, and certainly 
without any prejudice in the mat- 
ter, the JOURNAL would respect- 
fully pass this question along to 
the fire committee of the city 
council and suggest that prompt 
action would best serve public 
interest. 

These facts at least are known. 
Lieutenant Edward J. Madden 
of asked the city council 
a few days ago for an investigation 
of company conditions. Lieut. 
Madden had been for 19 years a 
member of the department, and 
so far as the public knew had been 
an efficient, law-abiding member. 
He had been advanced from the 
presumably for merit. At 
least no complaint, that reached 
the public ear, had been lodged

IO RIVAL OF EIFFEL 


Woolworth lotpiehies in New 
York Is Highest in U. S. 


Muge Building Scrapes the Sky at 760 
Feet—Edifice When Complete 
Will Have Cost Owners 
$13,500,000, 


New York.—The Woolworth build 
ing, now almost completed, holds the 
record for height among all buildings 
ever erected by man. It is true, the 
Etffel Tower in Paris is 234 feet high- 
er, but it is a mere steel skeleton and 
cannot be classed as a building in the 
sense accepted for that term. The 
building proper, which occupies an 
area of 30,000 square feet, is 384 feet 
high and is surmounted by a tower, 86 
by 84 feet, rising 366 feet above the 
main part of the building. The follow- 
ing list of the tallest structures raised 
by man may be interesting for pur- 
poses of comparisons:

The work of excavating for the 
foundations of the Woolworth building 
was begun on Noy. 4, 1910. Hixty-six 
caissons were sunk to a depth of 115 
feet until they reached solid rock and 
the sixty-six concrete piers, resting on 
the rock, constitute the foundation of 
the structure. 

The foundation was completed in 
the fall of 1911, when the erection of 
the steel frame was begun ‘The lat- 
ter was completed in July of last year, 
and the brick and stone work was 
completed at the beginning of the 
present year. Twenty-four thousand 
tons of steel went into the making of 
the building and the total weight of 
the structure is estimated at 250,000 
tons. 

The building has fifty-five floors, 
twenty-five of which are in the tower, 
and the aggregate floor space is about 
thirty-three acres. The building and 
tower together contain about 2,000 of- 
fices, with 3,000 windows and as many 
doors 

To enable the occupants of the 
building to reach their respective 
floors there are thirty-four passenger 
elevators, of which twenty-four are 
grouped near the Broadway entrance, 
while the others are near the entrance 
from Barclay street and Park place. 

The equipment of the building when 
fully completed will be thoroughly 
modern and as nearly perfect as it is 
possible to make it. The fifty-fourth 
floor will be used as an observatory, 
and on top of the structure, beneath 
the gigantic flag, will be placed a 
powerful searchlight. The twenty- 
eighth floor will be occupied by a 
luncheon club, and in the basement 
there will be a swimming "pool, a res- 
taurant and a rathskeller. 

The total cost of the building is esti- 

about $18,500,000, of which 
$4,500,000 was paid for the 
The building was erected for 
F. W. Woolworth, who was born poor 
at Rodman, N. Y., April 13, 1852, went 
through public school and a business 
college, and in 1879 opened the first 
“five-cent store” at Utica, N. Y. The 
venture prospered, and he extended 
his business to other cities, and now 
has a chain of more than 300 such 
stores throughout the country, from 
which he derives an enormous in- 
come. 

More than half of the capital re- 
quired for the erection of the Wool- 
worth building was contributed by 
capitalists in France. The rent roll 
of the building is expected to be about 
$2,500,000 a year.

Shaft at Shenandoah, Pa., t 
Give Alarm. 


Shenandoah, Pa.—John Monaghan, 
nineteen years old, a mule driver at 
EBllanowgan colliery here, saved the 
lives of 200 mine workers. He was 
driving through a tunnel when he digs- 
covered a fire in the timber supports 
of a passage. 

The smoke and mine gases ovyer- 
came the four mules, which dropped 
dead in their tracks. 

Young Monaghan tied his handker- 
chief over this mouth and nostrils 
and at the risk of his life dashed 
through the fire and gave the alarm. 
Couriers warned the 200 mine work- 
ers and piloted them out of other 
openings. The fire was extinguished

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SAYS ALL MEN _ ARE FICKLE 


Mre. Anna Delony Martin Urges Year 
Engagement Limit In Talk to 
Women. 

Chicago.—“All women know that 
men are polygamous, whether openly 
or secretly. It remains to decide 
whether it is more desirable to remain 
with an unfaithful husband who pro- 
vides for you than to leave him for an 
uncertain financial future.” 

Thus Mrs. Anna Delony Martin, ad- 
dressing the book review class of the 
Illinois Equal Suffrage association, de- 
clared. George Bernard Shaw’s play, 
“Getting Married,” started a discus- 
sion in which trial marriages, eugenic 
marriages, unhappy marriages, hasty 
marriages and every other possible 
kind of marriage were analyzed. Mrs. 
Martin believes that unhappy mar- 
riages are only too often the result of 
hasty marriages, “I believe that a 
time limit should be fixed and its en- 
forcement held to between the date of 
application for a woman's hand and 
the date of the marriage. A couple 
ought to be engaged not less than a 
year and to be horribly frank with 
each other, so as thoroughly to under- 
stand each other before binding them- 
selves. 

Dr. Anna Blount, 
meeung, said that divorce is neces- 
sary, “because no one asks for a di- 
vorce unless he or she really needs it, 
or wants it, therefore it represents an 
inharmonious condition of affairs, De. 
mands for divorce, though, ought, | 
think, to-be mutual.” 

Dr. Blount believes strongly in the 
“Sumnerizing” of marriages as much 
as possible. 

Mrs. Martin contended that there 
was considerable danger to women in 
too easy marriage and divorce laws 
“because man, being naturally destruc: 
tive and fickle, would flit from girl to 
girl, to one faithful never.’ 

Pessimistic views of the disillusion- 
ment of marriage and daring sugges: 
tions as to the expediency of trial 
marriages were advanced, with argu: 
ments for and against. Mrs, Alfred 
Jannotta, commenting on the remark 
that morality is a matter of custom 
religion and race, said that morality 
Was none of these, but purely natural 
or instinctive.

The annual report of the school 
committee for the year 1912 con- 
tains an interesting reference to 
the organization of the high school 
city Woburnia. The report says 
that the aim of this innovation in 
the téaching of civies is not to 
develop politicians, 
but to give to the pupil a knowledge 
of city affairs that every citizen 
should have. 

The report says in part: ‘An 
innovation has tried in the 
senior class in history, which has 
succeeded admirably. The study 
of civies forms a part of the work 
in this course, and to make the in- 
struction more practical, as chool 
city was organized last spring and 
named Woburnia. 

The pupils divided into two 
parties, each of which adopted 
a platform one favoring the com- 
mission, and the other the Mayor 
and City council form of govern- 
ment. Methods of election and the 
duties of the various officers and 
boards were studied by question- 
ing city officials, and an election 
was held with a regular ballot 
box, and the same methods fol- 
lowed as in a regular city election. 
After thé election there was a 
public inauguration, which fol- 
lowed closely the practice of the 
city, and the various officers and 
boards were installed into office.

that is to say, emanating from Spirit or 
God. In other words it is Spirit, God, 
the divine Mind that gives life and health 
to man, and it is given through mentality 
or thought. Health, therefore, is pri- 
marily a mental and spiritual quality, 
and it is to be gained and preserved as 
such; that is, through the understanding 
of and obedience to the spiritual law which 
emanates from the divine Mind. Disease, 


' on the other hand, even the most physical 


disorder, is a condition of mortal and ma- 
terial belief. It is a condition incident to 
the supposition that man is a material 
selfhood and governed by a law of suffer- 
ing, disability and death—governed by 
laws which divine Life, Truth and Love 
could never make. 

Let me illustrate this with an item from 
what the world Natural 
science declares that the physical body 
is in a state of constant decay and recon- 
struction. It is said to be completely 
changed every two or three years, ‘Then 
the question arises, why is not disease 
eliminated by this disintegration and re- 
newal? Since disease is not normal or 
natural to the body, what is it that may 
continue a physical disorder beyond the 
period of complete change? Evidently 
the nature of that which may thus persist, 
despite its abnormal and unnatural rela-

But without regard to this illustration, 
every disease, from beginning to end, is 
only a condition of mortal mind; it is 
a product of the mortal clement in human 
consciousness; it is a particular result 
of the general supposition that life in- 
habits matter and is mortal. ‘To success- 
fully cope with disease it must be re- 
solved into mental error and dealt with 
on a mental plan} by the truth of immortal 
Mind. Scientific treatment of disease 
must depend on the metaphysical dis- 
tinction between absolute or real being 
and the human or mortal sense of existence. 
Freedom from disease follows the absolute 
knowing of the truth concerning God and 
man. It requires the spiritual understand- 
ing of substance, law and power. — It 
comes to pass when the supposed law of 
disease is broken by the actual law of 
divine Principle.

WILL THEY DO IT? 


The annual financial budget as 
prepared by the mayor and now 
before the City Council provides 
some very interesting items this 
year, if the city really purposes 
to live up to them and confine 
the expenditures of the various 
departments within the sums pro- 
vided. There seems to be a gen- 
eral curtailment of the amounts 
allotted over the expenditures of 
recent years. 

Take for instance the amount 
assigned to the police department 
fourteen thousand dollars. This 
is nearly three thousand dollars 
less than this department spent in 
1911, the last published report. 
The fire department has been ap- 
portioned seventeen thousand dol- 
lars, whereas in the year referred 
to they had twenty-one thousand 
dollars. 

If the authorities keep these de- 
partments within the amounts al- 
lotted to them, and in most cases 
it is really more than sufficient, 
very great credit will be due them 
and the JOURNAL will be glad 
to extend it, if it shall prove that 
these sums as put down cover the 
expenses of these departments for 
the year; but it will take a throt- 
tling in certain quarters that means 
watch and fight from the very start.

TELLS UNCANNY SEA STORY 


“Demon Cargo,” Impossible to Get Rid 
Of, Causes Destruction of British 
Steamship by Fire. 

London.—The story of the “demon 
cargo” of the steamship Hardy was 
written into the records of the king’s 
bench, through the testimony of her 
captain. On a voyage from Treport 
with a large cargo of mineral Waters, 
consigned to a London firm, water 
reached a quantity of metallic sodium, 
which was also a part of the cargo, 
setting it afire. 

The captain, not being aware of 
the nature of the sodium, played the 
hose on it, with the result that two 
tons of it were set afire, and there 
was a series of explosions, 


Nonplused, the captain ordered all 
of the cases of sodium heaved into 


the sea. When this was done the 
force of explosion of the sodium in 
contact with the water caused sev- 
eral of the cases to jump back again 
aboard the ship and the vessel itself 
caught fire. There was another expilo- 
sion in the cargo, which caused the 
vessel to break amidships and sink. 
The mate was drowned, but the cap- 
tain and crew were saved. 

The story came out in an action for 
damages against the steamship com- 
pany for the loss of the mineral wa- 
ter. The court awarded the plaintiff 
$5,000 damages, with costs, and re- 
marked to the captain that he seemed 
to have had the “devil among the 
tailors when the water got in.” 


ROSSETTI’S GRAVE IN DECAY 


Almost Hidden From View by a 
Clump of Bushes Opposite 
Church Porch. 


London.—It is only some 31 years 
since Rossetti died and already the 
grave of the poet painter has fallen 
into a condition of decay. Pilgrims to 
Birchington, the quiet little annex to 
noisy Margate, generally have some 
difficulty in finding the grave, as it is 
almost completely hidden from view 
by a clump of bushes immediately op- 
posite the church porch. 

The memorial takes the form of a 
runic cross, which was designed by 
Ford Madox Brown and the cost of 
which was partly provided by Chris- 
tina Rossetti. The epitaph engraved 
upon the base of the cross is; “Here 
sleeps Gabriel Charles Dante Rossetti, 
honored under the name of Dante 
Gabriel Rossetti among painters as a 
painter and among poets as a poet. 

“Born in London of parentage main- 
ly Italian, 12th May, 1828. Died at 
Birchington 9th April, 1882." On the 
stone slab are representations of the 
meeting of Dante and Beatrice, the 
winged bull god of Nineveh, and St, 
Luke the artist. In the church is a 
two light stained glass window, partly 
the work of Frederick Shields.

London.—Through a cat jumping on 
the table and overturning a paraffin 
lamp, Mrs, Elizabeth Aylott, a widow, 
aged seventy-cight, of St. Pancras, 
was fatally burned. The paraffin 
ran from the lamp in a_ burning 
stream, according to her own explana- 
tion in the hospital, and while she 
was trying to extinguish the flames 
her gown became ignited.

The festival of the Muharram at 
Udaipur is always big with possi- 
bilities of trouble.

brought by a Count Aguisollo against 
the Abbe Tedesohi, at one time the 
confidential adviser of the deposed 
queen of Naples, a Bavarian princess, 
who now lives in Paris. 

The quarrel between the count and 
the cleric hinges on their association 
some years ago in an attempt to es- 
tablish a powerful i#wspaper which 
the abbe had persuaded the ex-queen 
of Naples to start in the Bourbon in- 
terest. It was proposed to make Na- 
ples the headquarters of this Bourbon 
organ, which was to have been backed 
by a lavish outlay of money, part of 
which was to have been supplied by

INFORMATION ABOUT THE CARD CATALOGUE 


Perhaps the most serious of the various details of re-organization 
planied by the Board of Trustees four years ago was that of re-catalog- 
ing the whole library. It was felt to be necessary, however, to take 
advantage of the modern materials of cataloguing which have been 
standardized in size at variance with the cards formerly used, and to 
make available the present large amount of expert co-operative work, of 
which the library of congress cards are a notable example. ‘The revi- 
sion has gone on apace without any appreciable disturbance to users of 
the library, until now over 95 per cent. of the circulation is from books 
entered in the new catalogue. As is already well-known to most of 
our borrowers this catalogue is in a case of light and easily removable 
trays, which, if desired, may be taken to a table for consultation. On 
the case are posted directions for the use of the catalogue, and also 
a list of the different classes of books thus far included. 

There still remain a large number of cards of the old size repre- 
senting the earlier and less-used books. These have now been trans- 
ferred to a new sixty-tray case, uniform with the one containing the 
new catalogue, and standing on the opposite side of the entrance to 
In the upper section will be found the author cards, 
Their arrangement is ex- 
actly the same as before, but they are now much more convenient to

The new catalogue contains the same kind of entries as the old, 
namely; authors, titles, and subjects. But instead of being arranged 
in three separate catalogues, they are combined in one. The arrange- 
ment is strictly alphabetical, on the familiar plan of the dictionary. 

ror this reason the name of “dictionary catalogue’ has become gen- 
erally adopted. Any one who can look up a word in the dictionary can 
equally well find one in this catalogue, as the process is exactly the same. 
Hach card carries a certain amount of information which corresponds 
to a separate entry in the dictionary, and the succession of cards is 
ihe same as that of the word entries of the dictionary. After many 
years of experiment by hundreds of libraries it is the consensus of 
opinion that this plan is the most easily understood, and offers less 
difficulties, than any other that has been devised for the use of the 
publie. : 

No catalogue will answer every possible question. There are, how- 
ever, three fundamental “inquiries which in varying form comprise 
probably ninety-nine of every hundred questions which the catalogue 
They are as follows. 

Has the library a book, or books, by a given author, for example: 
Arnold Bennett?

about poultry?” The process of looking up the answer is just the same. 
In the proper alphabetical place, under the entry, ‘‘Poultry,” is found 
a list of ail the books in the library on that subject. It should be noted, 
however, that ‘‘title’ and ‘‘subject’’ are not synonymous terms, the 
title being the name of the book, and the subject being what the book 
is about. For example, ‘‘The New Egg Farm” is a book about poultry 
as particularly related to the production of eggs. This suggests a real 
difficulty which the cataloguer constantly encounters, namely: the se- 
lection of proper headings, and enough of them to meet all reasonable 
demands, Some one else is going to inquire about eggs, instead of 
poultry, and another about hens. The problem of the cataloguer is to 
anticipate these inquiries, and the office of the subject card is to answer 
them. 

The catalfigue also answers many other questions, such as the date 
of publication of the book, whether in more than one volume, etc., but 
the three questions mentioned above are the really important ones 
which are constantly recurring. 

The book-number, which tells the location of the book on the shelves 
is always found in the extreme upper, left-hand corner of the card. 
It is usually in the form of a fraction, and both parts are necessary to 
find the book. In looking for “The Care of the House,”’ by Clark, the 
number 640 will be found written above, and the expression C595 
below, in the form of a fraction. ‘The upper number indicates the class, 
or group of books, known as Domestic Economy, and the lower one the 
particular book within that class, which contains a large number of 
books. By the use of the first number we are able to bring together in 
one group on the shelves, all the books relating to the same subject, 
and by the second we can at once identify the individual book and make 
sure thaf it will always be found in the same relative position on the 
shelf, Particular attention is called to this double function of the book 
number, because people often come to the desk with a request for a 
book, together with a number which they suppose to indicate its loca- 
tion, ‘The intention of the inquirer is to assist the busy attendant, but 
this thoughtfulness frequently fails of its purpose, because of failure to 
note the double form of number and to secure both parts. The only 
exceptions to this method are Biography, which requires only a single 
number, and fiction, which has no number, 

Many borrowers, as soon as they learn the location of the subjects 
in which they are interested, prefer to go directly to the shelves. This 
has the advantage of immediate contact with the whole collection of

SERVICE UNDER KAISER BRIEF 


Von Jagow's Appointment Makes 
Twenty-Fifth Change in Twenty- 
Five Years.

Berlin.—The appointment of Ambas- 


) Bador von Jagow of Rome to succeed 


Kiderlen-Wachter as minister of for 
eign affairs has callen attention to 
the comparatively brief service in of- 
fice of imperial ministers under Will- 
fam II., Von Jagow betng the ninety- 
fifth minister appointed by the pres- 
ent emperor in his reign of less than 
twenty-five years. 

It also has brought to the front the 
indisputable fact that Germany is not 
over rich in ministerial material. The 
list of names considered as compre- 
hending all the possible appointments 
was strikingly short, and at that it In- 
cluded some men who have not thus 
far given any evidence of possessing 
the qualities demanded of a minister 
of foreign affairs. 

The German press, with the excep- 
tion of the conservative element, is 
inclined, as it has been for a long 
time, to blame the scarcity of diplo- 
matic and ministerial timber to the 
fact that few but noblemen are given 
the opportunity to enter these posts 
and that the result is that the non- 
noblemen have no chance either to 
learn statecraft or to demonstrate that 
they possess it. It is pointed out that

Into this pit the lepers 
were suddenly driven at the point of 
bayonets and shot and burned in the 
presence of large crowds. 

Rewards were offered for the dis- 
covery of more lepers, and another 
has since been shot. 

The Tutuh (governor) has issued a 
proclamation accusing the lepers of 
outrages, for which the writers of the 
letters say there was no foundation. 
The authorities, the letters add, are 
glorying in the deed.

Governor Cruce Always Commission 
National Guard Officer to Super 
vise Prize Fights—Was in the 
Famous Cattle War. 


Guthrie, Okla.—To enforce the pro 
visions of the Oklahoma prize fight 
law and to see, particularly, that ne 
blood is shed, Governor Lee Cruce 
always commissions Adjutant Genera 
Frank Canton, Oklahoma Nationa 
Guard, to attend the fights in persor 
and report to him officially just what 
occurred. Canton has acted in this 
capacity, as the eyes of the governor 
at every fight of any consequence thal 
has been pulled off in the state dur 
ing the last two years. Such a course 
was adopted by the governor follow 
ing his now famous ultimatum, issued 
during 1910, that forbade the Car 
Morris-Jim Flynn fight being held ir 
Oklahoma. 

Especially commissioned by the gov 


ernor, Canton attended the Abbott 
Smith fight at McAlester, the Shaugh 
nessey-Roman fight in Tulsa, the 


Ferns-Magirl bout at Dewey, the Mor 
ris-Comiskey meet at Sapulpa, and 
several others. 

A native of Virginia—born within a 
few miles of Richmond—and a Texan 
by adoption, with varied experiences 
covering two continents, a Texas 
ranger and a cow puncher in _ his 
youth, a real product of the rea) 
southwest is Canton, the man whe 
officially attends all the fights in this 
state.

for His Bravery. 


His Rescue of His Captain in an Ac- 
tion Against the Nez Perces at 
the Big Hole Basin a 
Notable Feat. 


Rock Springs, Wyo.—First Sergeant 
Patrick Rogan, retired, one of the two 
noncommissioned officers of the Sev- 
anth infantry who received medals of 
honor for gallantry in action against 
the Nez Perce Indians at the Big Hole, 
Montana, on August 9, 1877, died here 
recently. Sergeant Rogan had served 
for 30 years in Company A, Seventh 
Infantry, before being retired, taking 
part in a number of engagements 
against the Indians in Montana, Wyo- 
ming and Dakota, but it was at the Big 
Hole, when Chief Joseph was trying 
to escape from General Howard, that 
Sergeant Rogan won his decoration, 
and incidentally saved the life of an 
officer, now a brigadier general on the 
retired list of the army. 

The Seventh infantry had been sta- 
tioned in Montana for seven years, 
protecting travelers and settlers from 
Cheyennes and Sioux, when, in July, 


1877, word was received at Fort Mis- 
soula that a large party of hostile Nez 
Perce Indians, under Chief Joseph, 
were coming over Lo [oa trail in their 
efforts to escape from General How- 
ard's troops, 

On August 4 Col. John Gibbon, com- 
manding the Seventh infantry, left 
Fort Missoula with Companies A, D, 


F, G, I and K in pursuit of the Indians, 
making 25 miles the first day. Th: 
following day a march of 80 miles was 
made, and, after following the Indians 
three or four days longer, they were 
discovered, on August 8, camped in 
the Big Hole basin. The main camp 
was pitched on the south bank of the 
river, in an open meadow, partially 
surrounded by dense thickets of wil- 
low.

Mrs. Kaufman also declared the 
child was not her Beatrice, and the 
Nttle girl, failing to note any famillar 
surroundings, burst into loud sobs for

Three officers and nineteen enlisted 
men were killed in that fight, the of- 
ficers being Capt. William Logan and 
Lieutenants Bradley and William lL. 
English. Colonel Gibbon and Lieut. 
Charles A. Woodruff, the latter a re- 
tired brigadier general, were wounded. 


Lieutenant Coolidge was wounded 
three times in that action, ut recov- 
ered. His commission as captain was 
dated from the day of the fight, August 
9, 1877, and 18 years later he received 
the brevet of major for his gallant 
service. He became colonel of the 
regiment in 1901, and is now on the 
retired list as a brigadier general, liv- 


ing in Detroit. 


BEATEN DEER KILLS ITSELF 


Suicide Refuge of Animal That Failed 
in a Fight With an Enemy in 
London Park. 

London,—A desperate fight between 
two of the fallow deer in Bushey park 
ended in the suicide of the beaten an- 

{mal. 

The beaten stag was the aggressor. 
It provoked a fight by dashing into its 
rival during a run across the turf. A 
fierce fight with antlers followed, and 
after nearly half an hour's combat the 
challenged animal snapped off one of 
the horns of the aggressor. Apparent- 
ly recognizing that it was beaten, the 
loser then ran away until it came to 
the heron pond, which is close by, and 
walked straight into the water until 
it got out beyond its depth. The ant- 
mal seemed to push its head under 
and keep it there. An eye-witness 
said it looked for all the world as if it 
committed suicide. 

When assistance arrived, the ani- 
mal’s antlers were found firmly imbed- 
ded in the mud. Its dead body was 
subsequently recovered with ropes 
The victor was found to be alive, and 
ifterward recovered. “I have no doubt 
that the animal sought death wilfully,” 
said the keeper. “Deer do strange 
things when beaten in a fight, and 
seem to try to hide their shame at de- 
feat.”

HASN’T SLEPT IN 20 YEARS 


Scientists to Study the Case of a Harv- 
ard Professor—Relaxed, But 
Was Conscious. 


Boston.—A Harvard professor, who 
has not slept in twenty years, but has 
taken his rest in the “twilight state,” 
is the subject of investigations by the 
psychological laboratory of the univer- 
sity and the state psychopathic hos- 
pital. 

The “twilight state,” in which the 
subject retains consciousness of all 
all that goes on about him, is declared 
to be a scientific relaxation more sat- 
isfying than sleep and restoring the 
bodily vigor in about half the time re- 
quired by sleep 

While the identity of the Harvard 
professor is kept secret, Prof. Hugo 
Munsterberg, director of the psycho- 
logical laboratory at Harvard, who is 
a close personal friend of the sleep- 
less educator, has made a close study 
of his case. Professor Munsterberg 
said his experience showed that it is 
scientifically possible to sleep with- 
out a complete unconsciousness. 

To assist In the experiment at 
state psychopathic hospital on 
“twilight state,” a special easy chair 
has been constructed. . It is described 
as a device to aid subjects to relax 
“as completely as a gallon of molasses 
on a slab of cold marble.”

Young Women Are Arrested by New 
York Policemen for Saying “Good- 
Bye” to Comrades Taken 
by Officers. 

New York. —fannte Socolick’s little 
story would be worth as much atten- 
tion if she were not so pretty. But 
there is no reason why the fact that 
she is pretty should be forgotten. 
She is slender and dark-haired, and 
her eyes are deep and brown; and if 
she had a $40 hat and a slender skirt 
she could hold her own on Peacock 
alley. She is the “lone striker’ of a 

white goods factory uptown. 

“Are you going to beat it away 
from there?” asked the shipping clerk, 
impatiently, the third day she spent 
on duty as picket in front of the fac- 
tory. “Because the boss’ goat is 
loose.” 

Fannie Socolick is very much in 
earnest. She tried to explain to the 
shipping clerk that she would stay on 
picket in front of that factory until 
20,000 odd white goods workers of the 
city have won their strike. Her voice 
is soft and low, and she has an ap:

one’s coat sleeve and looking up at 
one. But the shipping clerk was im 
patient. He beckoned to the police- 
man. 

“This is the one I was tellin’ 
about,” said he.

So Fannie Socolick, twenty years 
old, pretty and well behaved, was ar- 
rested. The policeman placed a charge 
of disorderly conduct against her. 
When she faced the magistrate that 
charge seemed rather unconvincing.

Fannie Socolick didn’t so much 
mind being arrested or being fined 
She quite understands that the strike 
picket must expect such things.

BODY TO. SCIENCE 


Archdeacon Colley Was Cham- 
pion of Psychic Research. 


Eccentric Churchman Who Died Re- 
cently in England Requested That 
His Brain Might Be Inspected 
After Death. 


London.—Archdeacon Colley, who 
died recently, won notoriety outside 
the church as a champion of spiritual- 
ism, and his challenge to Mr. Maske: 
lyne, which led to the latter’s produc- 
Ing a “spirit form” from, and return: 
ing to, his side and the litigation 
which followed it are fresh in the pub- 
lic mind. 


Hight years ago the archdeacon had 
his coffin made and stored in the mu- 
sic room of the rectory. In 1904 he 
made a will bequeathing his body to 
the University of Birmingham for dis. 
section, “to be cut up in the interests 
of anatomical and surgical science 
when I have done with it.” 

In a letter to the university the 
archdeacon recalled that as a child he 
was laid out for dead and narrowly 
escaped being buried alive, and, there- 
fore asked that “it may be seen that 
I am really dead.” 

“Please, again, tell me what I should 
do,”’ he wrote, “about giving in a let- 
ter or other formal disposal of my 
mortal remains, to be brought under 
my hand with my coffined body, parti- 
culars of what I should write as to 
mental idiosyncrasies, bias of will, 
likes and dislikes, with whatever else 
may be useful when the top of my 
skull, as we arranged, shall be sawn 
off, to enable exploration to be made, 
that it may be known if I am, or have 
been, any more mad than other peo- 
ple.” 

Last New Year’s day the archdea- 
con was be round his church in 
the coffin, or box, clothed as he had 
expressed a Biwi to be clothed after 
death—a performance that startled a 
congregation already accustomed to 
his eccentricities. “I desired to im- 
press ov my parishioners that ‘death 
is the gate of life,’” he said after- 
wards. “I hope and expect that after 
death and a spell of rest—which may 


be one year or 500—I shall return 
again for useful work. That is the 
doctrine I have taught, and the doc. 
trine I believe in.” 

In the following months he an- 


nounced to his congregation at Stock- 
holm that he had resigned his living 
and that it was his intention to go to 
South Africa, where he had property. 
During the '80s, he said, he bought 
land near Johannesburg for which be. 
fore the Boer war he was offered £4,- 
000,000. 

Of all his extraordinary spiritualis- 
tic experiences none is more amazing 
than his “psychic” parcels post. Here 
is his own story of his experience: 

“At Southsea, some years ago, I 
with no little discomfort wore all day 
under my clothes and next the skin 
several yards of white muslin. In the 
evening, still wearing it, I cycled to 
Chichester, for a surprise visit to a 
young woman of my own developing. 
Making there an unwrapped up small 
bundle of the attire, and loosely pin- 
ning my card to it with no other ad- 
dress, I and a friend and the young 
woman’s sister saw the muslin fade 
away, disappear, and melt like vapor 
from the lap of the littl medium. 

“It was then nearly midnight and I 
had willed the muslin to go to Lon- 
don to a friend. Net day came a 
telegram from my friend, quickly fol- 
lowed by a letter, to the effect that at 
the first hotel he had chanced on 
having been to the opera and Ara 
the last train that would have taken 
him to his home out of London—the 
muslin and card so insecurely pinned 
to it had fallen upon his face as he 
had gotten into bed, and seeing my 
name and address, he wired to me the 
first thing in the morning.” 

He afterward found that it had ta- 
ken less than five minutes by aerial 
flight of about seventy miles from Chi- 
chester to secure midnight delivery of 
the goods in London somewhere at a 
chance hotel by psychic parcels post.

New York.—Half a hundred Ameri- 
can chorus girls are on board the liner 
Majestic, bound for London to stem 
the drain of ballet beauties from the 
English stage by noblemen via the 
marriage altar route. For a time the 
London musical productions were 
threatened with a chorus famine, so 
popular has become the marriage of 
chorus girls into the English nobility

Killed Diablo, Leader of the 
Apaches, Rewarded. 
Lonaconing, Md.—William A, Gar- 


nett, a newspaper man of Lonaconing, 
this county, who served in the Bighth 
United States infantry from 1871 to 
1876, has been awarded a medal of 
honor for his part.,in the defense of 
Camp Apache, Arizona, Jan. 9, 1875. 

Garnett, on that day, when the 
Apache Indians attacked the post, 
shot the Chief Diablo. Garnett was 
at the corral some distance from the 


post and saw the Indians advancing.® 


Taking a rifle and some cartridges 
from the cavalry saddler’s shop in the 
corral, Garnett shot the chief and 
then ran to the post and joined his 
company. 

Tne women and children in the post 
were locked in the stone guardhouses, 
and 200 regulars, under the command 
of Capt. William Baird, Sixth cavalry, 
defended the post and drove the In- 
dians away. 

Saptain Baird is a son of General 
Absalom Baird, an army corps com- 
mander in the Civi) war, and a native 
of Maryland.

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Philadelphia.—A series of baffling 
and Rafiies-like robberies in the ex- 
clusive Belfield club at Germantown, 
in which vanity boxes and even a 
dainty pair of satin pumps with 
rhinestone studded heels formed part 
of the loot, has been solved, the po- 
lice say, in the arrest of two young 
society, men, sons of wealthy parents 
in Pelham. The accused men were ar- 
raigned still garbed in the evening 
clothes in which they were taking 
part in the Washington cotillion given 
at the Belfield club. They are Charles 
Shapely, twenty-four years of age, and 
George Peberty, twenty-one years old. 

The arrests cased excitement in 
the beautifully decorated banquet hall 
of the club, coming as they did when 
the minuet of colonial times was in 
progress. The affair was a costumed 
one, but Shapely and Peberty had 
contented themselves with dominoes 
of red and black, respectively. 

Detectives from the central bureau 
apparently had received a tip as to

| COLONEL FEARED HIS FATHER 


Roosevelt Writes of Vain Flight From 
Parent When, as Boy of Four, 
He Bit Sister on Arm. 


New York.—There has been only 
one man of whom Theodore Roosevelt 
ever was afraid. That was his father, 
who inspired a terror in the soul of 
his son when the latter was four 
years old that remained with him ever 
afterward. 

In Roosevelt's “Possible Autobiogra- 
phy,” now appearing as a magazine 
serial, the colonel relates how he bit 
his older sister’s arm, and, conscious 
that he had committed a crime tried 
vainly to escape punishment, first 
escaping to the yard, 

“From the yard,” he writes, “I went 
into the kitchen, got some dough 
from the cook and crawled under the 
kitchen table. In a minute or two my 
father entered from the yard and

asked where I was. The warm-heart- 
ed Irish cook had a eharacteristic con- 
tempt for ‘informers,’ but although 
she said nothing, she compromised be- 
tween informing and her conscience 
by casting a look under thé table.

CHANGES HANDS 


New Management Makes Announce- 
ment of its Policies 

The Boston Journal, one of the oldest 
newspapers in Boston was sold yesterday 
by Frank A. Munsey, the well known 
magazine and newspaper publisher to 
Matthew Hale, a prominent attorney of 
Boston. 

This newspaper property which has 
been owned by Frank A. Munsey, for the 
past eleven years, changed hands yes- 
terday noon. 

Mr. Hale announced last night that the 
policy of the Boston Journal would re- 
main the same and that as long as the 
Progressive Party continues to fight for 
these principles without compromises 
and without entangling alliances with 
other parties, just so long and no longer 
will the Journal support the Progressive 
Party. He further announces that the 
price of the paper would be changed from 
three cents to its former price of one cent.

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WHY NOT A FARM TRUST 


Consolidation is the watch ery 
of the age. Conservation of energy 
is the aim of business men every- 
where. The lopping off of expenses 
and by concentration the increase 
of output is the slogan of progress. 

The latest call is for a farm 
trust. Well, why not? Who has 
suffered more in this country in 
the years that have passed than 
the tiller of the soil. No class of 
men has been more sorely buffet- 
ed by the changes and fluctuations 
in the business world than he. 

There are many who_ believe 
that the farmer will in the not dis- 
tand future follow the example of 
other manufacturers, and join with 
his neighbors in the capitalization 
of their joint resources in some 
form of corporation, in which the 
stockholders and the laborers will 
be the same persons. 

In such an organization 
pointed out, work could be 
tematized, and economies prac- 
ticed in the purchase of tools and 
supplies, and in marketing the 

_ farm products that are now almost 
Adequate scope under 
such an arrangement could be af- 
forded for specializing. Community 
life would be strengthened, say the 
advocates of this movement, by 
the community of effort, and isolat- 
ed farm houses would be trans- 
formed into a farm village with 
sanitary and other conveniences 
making the individual farm home 
nearer in attraction to that of 
the city. 

It is urged that the farmer’s 
independence would be increased 
because he would no longer be 
at the mercy of hired help. Such 
an ideal if it could be worked out 
practically has many advantages, 
one of which, that swith the 
added attractiveness of the farm 
and its life would naturally come a 
decrease in the number of boys and 
girls who are daily being lured to 
the city. 

Whatever the ultimate aim of the 
Patrons of Husbandry may it 
certain that the grange as an 
institution is showing what farmers 
may do when they pool their issues. 
Possibly the grange movement may 
have as its logical sequence the 
establishment the farm trust 
or some form of consolidated farm 
effort. It a movement that 
need cause no apprehension, for 
whatever benefits the farmer bene- 
fits the country.

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Italian Paper Declares Linking 
of Americas Is Menace. 


WARNS ALL EU 


Forelgn Nations Are Urged to Con- 
sider the Growing Power of United 
States Over Peoples of the 
Hemisphere. 


Rome.—That American “Dollar DI 
plomacy,” working hand in hand with 
the great private financial interests ol! 
the United States in the commercial 
development of South and Central 
America, is creating the most serious 
problem facing the entire world to 
day, is the declaration of Il Popoln 
Romano, the official organ of the Ital 
lan government. 

In a leading article, in which a gen- 
uine note of alarm is sounded, the 
paper declares that the continuation 
of this American policy means the in- 
evitable formation of a gigantic com- 
mercial federation of the three Amer- 
icas in which the United States would 
uaturally play the predominating 
part, 

“While Europe is laboring with all 
its power to resolve the problem of 
the Balkan adjustment, on which de 
pends in a large measure the entire¢ 
continental peace, and while to in 
sure for ourselves the benefits of in- 
ternal tranquillity we are compelled 
‘o spend our best forces in military 
preparations, the younger United 
States, on which the grave problems 
hat harass Hurope do not fall, gives 
itself to works of growth, of 
ion and of development of the means 
of communication and 


expan 


transporcation 


between the republics of the conti 
nent, and to create that union, which 
in time will be obliged to constitute 
itself as the Great American Federa 
tion, under the suspices ‘of the Unit 
ed States of North America. 
“Toward the carrying out of thi 
conception, in both its political an 
economical aspects, the gigantic 1 
dertaking of the Panama cane!) 
which will shortly be opened to th 
‘ommerce of the world, and the pro 
ject of a railroad to connect the con 


tinents—a project which is 
on its way to completion—will 
a most important part, 

‘In addition, there has recently 
been created, under the initiative of a 
powerful banking syndicate, a com 
pany for putting into direct and sapid 
communication the republics of Bra 
zil, Uruguay, Argentina and Bolivia 

“Coupled then with the navigation 
of the Panama canal, it will be an 
easy matter for the United States to 
come into close commercial as well 
as political contact with the republics 
of the south by means of the great 
railways, already under construction, 
which will link up the two continents 

“What is the end toward which this 
tenacious work on the part of the 
United States is leading? It ie an 
end that can be seen with the naked 
eye. While the United States binds 
more closely together with its ties of 
steel the two parts of the continent, 
and at the same time asserts more 
strongly than ever its predominating 
economical and commercial influence 
in the two Americas, it is to be easily 
seen that the United States wishes 
only to exclude from the Americas 
the governments of Burope, and to ex- 
ercise on the entire American conti- 
nent a monopoly for its own profit, 

“This in fact today creates the 
most serious problem that is now fac- 
ing Hurope, which has in Central and 
South America not only a glorious tra- 
dition and record of European civiliza- 
tion, but also gigantic interests com- 
mercially and economically, 

“At the present moment this is not 
an immediate danger, but it would 
nevertheless be well for Buropean dl- 
plomacy to begin to occupy itself with 
the problem-—a problem that, at least 
according to our point of view, is 
vastly more important than that of 
the present one of the Balkans.”

Inventor Planned to Travel 47,- 
000,000 Miles in 42 Hours. 


German Declared He Would Use Can- 
non for Feat—Was to Be Shot 
From Big Gun in 
Cartridge. 


Berlin.—Probably the wildest idea 
that ever found its way into a man’s 
brain was a trip to Mars in a sky- 
rocket. Herr Ganswindt, a rich Ger- 
man manufacturer, confident that he 
could perform the feat, and was 80 
enthusiastic over the scheme that he 
wrote a book of his plans and dedi- 
cated it to Emperor William. 

The vessel in which Herr Ganswindt 
tontemplated making the trip was to 
be in the shape of a cartridge, which 
was to attain its first momentum by 
being shot from a huge cannon. This, 
he figured, would carry it nearly to 
the outer limits of the earth’s atmos- 
phere, and from then on it would be 
driven forward by a succession of ex- 
plosions in its rear compartment. 

To accomplish these explosions the 
thick wall of the car was to be bored 
through from end to end and the 
Bpaces filled with nitroglycerin cart- 
ridges, which could be slipped into 
place and discharged at the will of 
the driver. Herr Ganswindt stated 
that by this means the directian as 
well as the speed of the projectile 
could be controlled. 

To keep himself from being crushed 
or shaken to pieces by the start and 
later explosions, he designed the shell 
so that its base would have double 
partitions. 

Between these there was to be wa- 
ter, a known concussion breaker and 
powerful spiral springs. His compart- 
ment was to be heavily padded and 
hung with straps in such a way that 
he would be able to suspend himself 
in its interior. 

The head of the car was to be fitted 
with a powerful telescope; and vari- 
ous other scientific instruments care- 
fully stored, were to be taken along. 

After the atmosphere was once 
passed the daring explorer believed 
that he could travel at almost limit- 
less speed, and that the 47,000,000 
miles could be covered in the course 
of forty-two hours. All the provisions 
necessary would be a little water and 
a few packages of compressed food 
tablets. The required oxygen was to 
be manufactured when needed by the 
use of certain chemical powders. 

The scheme stirred up a great deal 
of interest at the time and many sci- 
entists expressed their opinion that 
the idea was perfectly plausible. It 
was even reported that the emperor 
himself had taken some stock in the 
enterprise. Ganswindt was determined 
to undertake the expedition, and even 
went so far as to get a contract on 
the building of the vessel, but at last 
the entreaties of his wife and chil- 
dren conquered and he reluctantly 
abandoned his adventurous dream. 


USE FIREMEN | IN BIG RAIDS 


Higher Up Circles in New York Gamb- 
ling Fraternity Are Upset by 
Ruse, 


New York.—Higher up circles of the 


gambling fraternity were upset by 
raids which were made simultaneously 
supon eight big alleged gambling es- 
tablishments in the Fifth avenue and 
theatrical districts. Several features 
of the raids were spectacular and noy- 
el. For the first time in the history 
of the police firemen were used to as 
sist in the raids. As the police in

Detroit, Mich.— By the death of Jo. 
seph Cisler at his home south of Mid. 
dleville, the last Mnk connecting Barry 
county of the present day with the 
very first settlers of the early days 
has been severed, writes a Hastings 
(Mich.) correspondent 

Joseph Cisler, who resided in Mon- 
roe when the common topics of con- 
versation were the battles in Laat vi- 
cinity during the war of 1812; who 
knew intimately the historic chiefs of 
the Ottawa nation; who was a com: 
panion of Albert BE. Bull, a_ noted 
trader of three counties; who received 
an academic education, and who was 
at one time one of the most widely 
known men in Barry county, died in 
obscurity. 

Cisler was a genuine product of the 
early days. He conversed about the 
early days and prominent personages 
of those times as though they were 
present 

Cisler was born in Lycoming county 
New York, Feb. 7, 1826 His mother 
was Rachel Scott, cousin of Gen. Win 
field Scott, noted leader in three wars 
In making the journey to Buffalo Cis 


ler’s mother carried him upon her 
back as she traveled afoot. His par: 
ents settled at Sandy Creek, near Mon

WOMEN PLAN A UNIQUE BANK 


Suffragettes of New York to Have 
Financial Institution With Only 
Their Sex Employed. 

New York,—According to proposals 
and plans now under consideration 
here, New York in the near future is 
likely to have the country’s first suf- 
fragette bank, a real financial institu- 
tion which will operate like any other 
except for the fact that from president 
down to office boy, or rather from 
presidentess to office girl, only women 
will be concerned with its manage- 

ment and operation. 

Many attempts and proposals have 
been mad before by women identified 
with the suffrage movement both here 
and in England to start such an insti- 
tution, but for one reason or another 
they have failed to be productive of 
any definite results. 

The women behind the present plan, 
however, believe that this time they 
will be successful. Just what the plan 
is they refuse to disclose until the big 
meeting at which it is to be made pub- 
lic later in the month. As its back- 
ers are women of wealth, there is 
much curiosity as to just what they 
propose to do. 

Tt is pointed out, however, that if 
they adhere to the plan of having no 
man connected with it, the bank will 
be unique in more ways than one, 
since it will have a board of directors 
none of whom serve on any other 
bank directorate—that is, unless Mrs. 
Hetty Green is made a director—and 
will thus be free from the criticism of 
interlocking directors. 

Of course if a few of the city’s 
more prominent bankers should be 
asked to serve, this claim to distince- 
tion would be lost, but even at that 
financial circles are expressing consid: 
erable curiosity over the plans for a 
suffragette bank.

INDIA IS BURYING ITs GOLD

of the earth to put it in cireulation; 
the natives of India seize it with avid- 
ity, hoard it and hide it, save it and 
lay it away. They guard it for the 
future and effectively remove it from 
circulation. Thus is the work of the 
South African miner largely nullified. 

These facts are derived from statis- 
tics issued by a firm of Indian bank- 
ers, and the amount of wealth in gold, 
jewels and precious stones stored 
away and buried in India today is 
practically incalculable. 

Gold is put also to some queer uses 
in India. In some parts of the coun- 
try thin gold leaves are taken by the 
people for medicinal purposes, and 
thousands of dollars’ worth is con- 
sumed in regilding the domes of re- 
ligious buildings A brisk demand 
having recently been noticed for sov- 
ereigns with a shield on the obverse 
side, an inquiry was made and it was 
found that a certain rajah had import- 
ed them to form a center to each tiny 
pane in the windows of his ia palace.

Freezing Not Harmful to Fishes. 

Fishes do not need to maintain a 
uniform or nearly eyen bodily tem- 
perature, and they can be frozen solid 
and thawed out months afterwards 
without inju-y to their health, if the 
process is not too sudden, Such 
changes happen to millions of them 
every year in the rivers of the colder 
parts of Siberia.

LIGHT GLOBE FOR DEFENSE 


Electrical Weapon Invented by Phila- 
delphian Will Subdue the 
Disorderly. 


Philadelphia.—Policemen, obdurate 
criminals, women who have to be 
abroad at night, reformers, working 
girls and Johnny pestered members of 
the chorus—there’s a combination! — 
ought to rise up and call blessed Jere- 
miah Creedon, the Philadelphia North 
American says. 

Mr. Creedon, one of the oldest and 
most respected engineers of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio, has evolved by pro- 
found thought on his days off an in- 
vention, which, he says, will revolu- 
tionize methods of “making arrests, 
subduing unruly persons and resisting 
attacks.” And Uncle Sam has just 
signed, sealed and delivered to him a 
patent for his device. 


“Don’t club ’em; shock ’em,” is Mr. 
Creedon’s advice to the police in han- 
dling the obstreperous. He proposes 
to arm the guardian of the law with 
portable lightning, easily applied, 
through the hands, where it will do 
tthe most good. 

With the same innocent means of 
flefense, he points out, the timid spin- 
ster may come and go at any hour, the 
Bhop girl need no longer use her hat- 
pin as a lethal weapon. For, at the 
waist of each unprotected female 
there may be a battery, and in her 
gloves electrodes; and she has simply 
to grasp an assailant, be he footpad 
or masher, and he becomes helpless in 
her hands. 

It was the sight of an unruly pris- 
oner being clubbed into submission 
that stirred the compassion and the 
inventive genius of Mr. Creedon. He's 
a big, two fisted chap himself, but he 
couldn’t stand the spectacle of even 
& criminal suffering such needless 
punishment. From this his idea grew 
until he saw how it could be adapted 
for the protection of night workers 
and unescorted women. 

Creedon’s device is simple yet ef- 
fective. It consists essentially of a 
pair of gloves provided with elec- 
trodes, which may be brought in con- 
tact with an assailant by the hand of 
the wearer. An electric circuit is 
formed as soon as the electrodes are 
touched and the current is sufficient 
to administer such a shock that the 
victim will be helpless as long as the 
current is kept on. 


AVERS LINCOLN SAVED HIM 


Witness in Eckert Will Contest Re- 
peats Anecdote Concerning For- 
mer Head of Western Union. 


New York.—How Gen. Thomas T. 
Wckert, former head of the Western 
Union Telegraph company, nearly lost 
his commission during the Civil war 
was related on the witness stand here 
during the trial of the contest over the 
general's will, which his son, James 
Clendennin Eckert, is pressing.

GERMAN DANCE IS CENSORED 


Press Ball at Munich, Attended by So- 
clety, Considerably Enlivened by 
Police Activity. 


Berlin.—According to a _ telegram 
from Munich, the Press ball, which is 
the chief event of the carnival season 
in the Bavarian capital, and is at- 
tended by many members of the best 
society, was this year watched over 
by a force of five police officials, 
whose duty it was to prevent certain 
degenerations of the two-step. 

One of these guardians of decorum 
stood in the center of the hall and 
shouted exhortations and menaces to 
couples of dancers who, he thought, 
showed a tendency to drop into the 
prohibited modes, Quite a number of 
persons, some, it is said, widely known 
women of irreproachable character, 
were actually marched off blushing 
crimson, to be cross-examined as to 
the propriety of their movements. 

In Germany, it is true, there are 
very few limits to the interference of 
the police, but as a rule they are 
much more to the fore in political 
meetings than in ballrooms. 


Gold Very Scarce in France.

Even at the banks and 
money changers Americans have com- 


plained of the inconvenience in getting 
change for checks, letters of credit 
and drafts solely in notes and silver, 
the latter being mainly the heavy and 
cumbersome five-frane pieces.

Marker at Burial Place of Illinols 
Pioneer Uncovered. 


One Present at Ceremony Tells of 
Weird Rites of Fox Indians In 
Placing Memorial Over Grave 
of Col. George Davenport. 


Rock Island, I1l.—An old cedar post 
placed at the head of the grave of a 
murdered Illinois pioneer by friendly 
Fox Indians, who mourned the set: 
tler’s death, has been uncovered in a 
heap of musty legal papers in the of: 
flce of an attorney here. Though 
worm-eaten and partially-decayed at 
the ends, the ath fast grave marker 
still shows weird traces that once 
were crude sketches symbolical of 
grief and battlefield achievements. 

A band of prairie brigands swooped 
down upon the home of Col. George 
Davenport, a wealthy settler who own: 
ed the island in the Mississippi on 
which the government arsenal is now 
built, and murdered him. The crime 
committed July 4, 1845, is recalled by 
old residents in Rock Island and 
Davenport, Iowa, which town, by the 
way, is named after the victim. About 
the same time that one of the murder 
ers was hanged for the bloody deed 
some Fox Indians who, through their 
dealings with Davenport, had come to 
have a deep friendship for him, fash 
foned this old cedar grave post and 
erected it at the head of his grave

grave of Colonel Davenport. Then his 
body was removed to a family lot in 
Chippianock cemetery, south of Rac!

New York.—Mourned as a suicide, 
John MeGowan, who leaped from an 
East river ferry boat, turned up at 
his tenement here while his young 
wife, with her baby, was searching 
the river front for his body. A vision 
of his little family left to starve or ac- 
cept charity had turned McGowan’'s 
intended self-destruction to eagerness 
to live. 

A photograph of McGowan’s wife 
and baby was found on the ferry boat 
after he had leaped overboard in the 
dark, leading to his identification. Re- 
porters were waiting at his home to 
learn further of the suicide, when, 
during Mrs. McGowan’s absence in 
search of the body, McGowan, a tall, 
muscular chap, walked in. 

“T simply couldn’t stand being with- 
out work any longer,” he said. “I 
went on the ferry boat and waited 
until it was in the middle of the river. 
Then I took off my coat and dived 
into the water. I must have been 
pretty close to the bottom of the river 
when I realized what a coward I was. 
I was almost all in before I got back 
to the surface. Then I got on my 
back and took deep breaths until my 
strength came back and struck out 
for shore. Men at the electric light 
station put me into their boiler room 
and gave me hot drinks and when I 
left them yesterday they fitted me out 
in a coat and hat.”

Woman in Court Faints Wher 
She Sees Fatal Gesture. 


Is Code of the Camorrists—Members 
of Criminal Society Have Ghastly 
Ways of Telling Victim of 
Impending Doom. 


New York.—Annie Grecco was get 
ting along beautifully in her testi 
mony the other day. Her statements 
were lucid, her memory perfect, he 
sense of the dramatic keen. Then 
some one in the packed mob toward 
the rear of the court room caught 
Annie’s eye—and bit the knuckle o) 
his bent forefinger. His features 
wrinkled up in.a snarl, as do those oi 
a dog when he worries a bone. Annie 
pitched sidewise out of her chair in 
a faint. 

“That,” said an old secret service 
man, “was only one of perhaps a 
dozen ‘death signs.’ Any one of them 
would be recognized by any Italian, 
because they all have their origin in 
that instinct of dramatization com: 
mon to the race. The knuckle biting 
meant death, of course. More nearly 
it meant ‘I'll tear you to bits.’ If you 
ever see an enraged Camorrist biting 
at his knuckle bone and growling like 
a buildog, you'll admit that sign is

easily read. Another is the handker- 
chief sign. Tears sometimes stream 
down their faces as they twist a hand- 
kerchief between their hands. Some 
times it is clinched in their teeth 
Their code is primitive enough to go 
back to the men who lived in trees. 

“Sometimes the threat is expressed 
by wringing the two hands togtther. 
it is over in a second—but it has sent 
a promise to the threatened person 
that he will be torn into pieces. Some- 
times a hasty motion of the two hands 
over the knees means, ‘I'll break your 
back.’ One of the most common signs 
is made by uniting the tips of the 
thumb and forefinger, forming a abe 
While the other fingers are extended 
A circular motion of the hands means 
I'll tear you up.’ One finger is hur- 
riedly passed across the throat—and 
that threat needs no interpretation. 
Sometimes the man making the threat 
slashes upward with one finger on his 
breast or stomach. That is ‘I'll rip 
your heart out.’ The first and second 
fingers may be extended, pitchfork 
like, and a sudden jab made toward 
the eyes, ‘I'll blind you.’ 

“But there are too many signs to 
be listed. Every little secret associa- 
tion of Italian criminals may have its 
own code. Many of the signs have 
their origin in the village from which 
the actors come and might not be 
recognized by outsiders. Remember, 
there are eighty-nine distinct dialects 
spoken in Italy. But the meaning of 
all is contained in a most expressive 
gesture of the Calabrians, which 
means: 

“Tf I get hold of youl I'll cut you 
ap—and if you run I'll shoot you.’”

Cambridge.—Harvard university has 
seriously contracted to enter upon an 
investigation of what is technically de- 
scribed as “psychic phenomena,” but 
which our parents (ever since the 
days of the Fox sisters) called “spir- 
itualism,” writes Julian Chambers. 
This, to my way of thinking is one of 
the most startling innovations in peda- 
gogy that several centuries have fur- 
nished. Indeed, it is an event that 
could only have followed the coming 
of the wonderful era of telephone, air- 
ships, radium, wireless messages and 
phonographs. It will not do to treat 
this incident lightly or to cover it with 
ridicule. 


Such is far from my thought when 
{ frankly declare that the acceptance 
of a $10,000 endowment fumd for psy 
chic research by that time-honored 
aniversity at Cambridge encourages 
the hope that Francis L. Wellman’s 
fond wish to found a school of draw 
poker at Harvard may be ultimately 
cealized, 

Seriously, however, comparatively 
few as are believers in spiritualism, 
the acceptance of this bequest by so 
conservative a body as the trustees of 
Harvard brings the study of psychic 
phenomena to a stage never previous 
ly attained in this country.

In a sensational speech at the 
conclusion of the board of publie 
works meeting last evening, City

Swiss Pedagogues Receive Small Pay, 


but Are Persons of Consequence, 
Says School Head. 

Thurgau.—‘‘Nearly 90 per cent of 
the teachers in Switzerland are men,” 
says W. K. Tate, supervisor of rural 
schools in South Carolina. Mr. Tate 
has just returned from a _ three 
months’ investigation in Switzerland 
under the auspices of the national bu- 
reau of education. 

“Five hundred dollars is considered 
a good salary for a teacher. After a 
life-time of service he may go as high 
$800. Living is cheaper there than 
here, however, and in addition to his 
Salary he is given a dwelling, a cer- 
ain amount of garden land and wood 
for fuel. His dwelling is generally in 
the same building with the schoo! 
His position is of considerable local 
importance. Aside from his duties in 
the schoolroom, he is often secretary 
of the local creamery association, 
leader of the village band, organist in 
the church and general intellectual 
guide for the community. 

“When a teacher is engaged it is 
for life or a long term of years. He 
settles down with the people whose 
children he teaches, and expects to 
make that particular job his life work. 
Changes are rare. Twelve new teach- 
ers in one year in a system of 240 
was considered very unwsual. The 
record for continued service in the 
same village is held by a teacher in 
Thurgau who has occupied the same 
position for sixty-five years, One 
teacher that I visited has held his 
position for twenty-four years, and his 
father held the same _ position for 
thirty-flve years. 

“One of the most attractive features 
of the Swiss schools is the cordial per- 
sonal relation that exists between 
teacher and pupil. There is nothing 
of the military in the @iscipline of the 
school; no lining up; no marching to 
classes. When the children go to the 
classrooms they shake hands with 
the teacher, greeting him as if they 
had not seen him for a long time and 
are really glad to see him. The whole 
relation {s one of charming natural- 
ness and kindliness on both sides.”

Grand Jury Holds D. Jack Lit After 
Former Wife Describes At- 
tack in Hotel. 


Philadelphia, Pa.—Following her 
divorce from her former husband D. 
Jack Lit, the son of Col. Sam D. Lit 


of Lit Bros., Mrs, Lit appeared before 
the grand jury and swore to the ill 
treatment which she had received 
from her husband from the first night 
of their marriage on Jpnuary 31, 1912

Mrs. Lit is a helpless cripple, says 
her physician. She will never be the

NO “MOVIES” FOR VASSAR 


Students Asked to Uphold Dignity by 
Not Attending Vaudeville and 
Picture Shows. 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y.—The privilege 
of attending moving picture shows has 
been withdrawn from Vassar students. 
The prohibitory order, posted on the 
bulletin boards in the college corri- 
dors, has brought a pang to the three 
hundred young women who daily at- 
tend the film exhibitions. It reads in 

substance: 

“Vassar college students will aid 
the faculty in upholding the dignity 
of the institution by refraining trom 
attending vaudeville and moving pic- 
ture exhibitions in Poughkeepsie for 
the remainder of the term.

WHAT ouR HOUSEHOLDS COST 


Ten Billion Dollars a Year Is Figure 
Arrived at by Professor 


Muensterberg.

New York.—The 
United States spend nearly 
000,000 a year for maintaining 
households of the country, 
to Prof. Hugo Muensterberg of Har- 
vard in a statement which is causing 
much discussion among New York 
women just now. In woman’s hands, 
therefore, is the greatest single busi- 
ness of the United States, for the vast 
expenditures of the government itself 
are insignificant beside such a tre 
mendous budget. 

The only rival of housekeeping as 
an industry is agriculture. The total 
value of the products of agriculture in 
the United States is also about $10,- 
000,000,000 a year. But it should be 
remembered that that figure is for the 
output, the finished product of the 
farms, while the expenditure of the 
housewives is only for the raw mate- 
rials from which by their own labor 
and management they create the real 
values of the home—a finished product 
which can hardly be estimated in 
financial terms. 

The Harvard professor points out 
‘| that, with such a tremendous business 
undertaking on their hands, the wom- 
en of the country do not fit themselves 
for their highly technical and profes- 
sional duties with ‘that deeper knowl- 
edge of the material, its sources, its 
effects, its characteristics, which 
would be demanded of any other large 
economic transactions.” He laments 
the bargain craze, and urges more 
care, not for the dress of the house- 
keeper, but for the dress of the home, 
which, he says, is even more impor 
tant. 

For all which remarks the women of 
New York are expressing their thanks 
to the learned professor and quietly 
wondering among themselves what 
kind of home he is used to seeing in 
the neighborhood of Harvard square.

|PATRIOT 1S DYING) 


O”’Donovan Rossa Nearing End 
of a Troubled Career. 


He Fought and Long Suffered Im- 
prisonment in the Struggle for 
Erin’s Freedom—Liberated 


by Queen Victoria. 


New York.—When Jeremiah Dono- 
van, the Irish patriot and picturesque 
Fenian, adopted the name “O’Dono- 
van Rossa” fifty years ago and col- 
lected a sum said to have exceeded 
$90,000, much of it from Irish girls 
throughout the United States, he 
promised to free Ireland by drastic 
measures. The avowed aim of his life 
and purpose of the fund was the lib- 
eration of Ireland from English rule. 

O'Donovan Rossa, now nearing his 
eighty-third year, is said to be dying 
of rheumatism and complications at 
194 Richmond terrace, New Brighton, 
Staten Island, where he lives in a 
queer ramshackle cottage with his 
wife and three daughters, says a cor- 
respondent, 

At the end of a stormy life he is in 
comparative poverty, and the Irish so- 
cieties are about to give him a sub- 
stantial testimonial in recognition of 
his perfervid patriotism, which led to 
imprisonment and banishment. 

In the “Life in Prison,” published 
from 5 Barclay street in 1899, Rossa 
wrote: 

“England has proclaimed war 
against me and forbids me to tread 
my native land, and so help me God, 
I will wage war against her until she 
is stricken to her *nees or until I am 
stricken to my grave.” 

O'Donovan Rossa is as uncompro- 
mising today as he was in the days 
when he was confined in a dungeon 
with his hands tied behind his back, 
eating his scant rations from _ the 
floor. He was always a physical force, 
having little sympathy with those 
who so@ght for and gained compro- } 
mise. 

Born in County Cork in 1831, his 
father, who was in fairly good cir- 
cumstances, sent him to school until 
1844. Then came crop failures and 
agitations, followed by troublous times 
in Ireland. He became part of the 
young Ireland movement. His mother, 
brothers and _ sisters emigrated to 
Philadelphia and he was left alone at 
Skibbereen, apprenticed to a kinsman 
who had a store. In a short time 
young O’Donovan had a store of his 
own and was a leader in the patriotic 
movement, fanned by the fenian lead- 
ers. 

In 1858 ke became a full member } 
and in the next year he served his 
first term in Cork jail. His business 
was ruined, his country demoralized. 
Still in the revolutionary movement, 
he traveled over Ireland, England and 
Scotland organizing Fenian bands. 

In 18638, Ireland becoming too hot 
for him, he came here on a visit. He 
went back after a few months, be- 
came involved in an aggressive cam- 
paign and fell into the hands of the 
English authorities, and from 1865 to 
1871 he was in jail. He was released 
only to be banished from Great Brit- 
ain and her possessions, 

In this country he published a news- 
paper, wrote books, traveled and lec- 
tured. Through correspondence and 
influence and funds he collected, he 
still kept things stirred up in his na- 
land, although thousands of miles 
away from it. 

The New York newspapers of Feb- 
ruary 3, 1885, recounted the shooting 
of Rossa in Chambers street By 
Yseulte Dudley, an Emglish trained 
nurse, who resented his utterance at 
a meeting held in “Dynamite Row,” 
which was near Rossa’s office. 

In 1891 the edict of banishment was 
raised and Rossa returned to Cork, 
where he was made clerk of the coun- 
ty council at a comfortable salary. 
Queen Victoria, as a jubilee favor, 
granted him a full pardon. 

In the meantime, less strenuous ar- 
guments than O'Donovan Rosga’'s have 
impelled the British house of com- 
mons to pass an Irish home rule bill, 
the third reading having been carried 
by a vote of 367 to 257.

16 WITROUT A FLAW 


Mystic Crystal Sphere Is Mor. 
gan’s Gift to Museum. 


WaterPure Globe Venerated for Cen. 
turies In the Orient Now Where 
Vieltors Gaze Into Ite 
Liquid Depths. 


New York.—The Museum of Natural 
History recently has acquired a “mys 
tic crystal sphere’—a silver-mounted 
Blobe of quartz, waterpure and ol 
wonderful symmetry. This curious 
bauble for centuries has bene regard: 
ed with veneration and even fear by 
people of the far east. Unknown pow 
ers of hallucination lurk within tta 
limpid deptha, and this has been util 
teed by wizard and seer with no little 
profit In bygone days. 

The oryetal is the gift of J. Pter 
pont Morgan. Nearly five inches in 
diameter, it ts absolutely devoid of 
flaw, cloud, stain or Irregularity, and 
even the most cynical disbeliever in 
matters mystical cannot but admit a 
fascination, a subtle sense of the oc- 


cult, when looking ‘nto its clear 
depths. 
Where dtd it come from? What is 


its history? These are questions that 
must remain unanswered. About its 
glassy surface hangs strange delusions 
of prophecy and clairvoyance—tales 
of credulity and superstition that are 
not always scoffed at by the most 
soornful of scientific writers. 
»Fabulous are the weird stores told 
of its effect upon the lives of men and 
women. There was the young girl of 
San Saturn, who eloped with her sis- 
ter’s husband. dhe took a famous 
crystal—a family heirloom with her— 
and the morning after the escapade 
she was found lifeless on a couch with 


the crystal broken in a _ thousand 
pieces on the floor. 
Probably the most expert crystal 


fashioners were the Japanese and Chi. 
nese of a thousand years ago! They 
had no labor-saving devices, but skill, 
patience and hereditary pride made 
up for their lack of mechanical tools. 

The masses, at first rounded inte 
globular form by chipping with smal) 
steel hammers, were subsequently 
ground down to an even surface with 
powdered garnet or emery. The last 
transformation polish was imparted 
by rubbing the surface with bamboo 
and with the hand, which had pre 
viously been dipped in a rough kind 
of rouge. 

The largest and most perfect sphere 
known is kept in the Green Vault at 
Dresden. It weighs fifteen pounds 
and is seven inches in diameter. 

The great value of the large spheres 
arises from the rarity of the quartz 
masses of desirable quality for their 
creation. The islands of Nippon and 
Fujiyama yield a superior grade of 
material, the fragments being uncoy- 
ered in the gravel beds of ancient 
streams. 

That the use of crystals by spiritual. 
istic mediums is by no means of re- 
cent origin may be gathered from the 
observations of Garcia, a Spanish phil- 
osopher, who writes that “wise men 
among the nattves practiced a sort of 
divination through the use of rock 
crystal and brought its influened to 
bear upon thetr crops.” 


School Authorities Near Kiev Are 
Somewhat Strict in Matter— 
Teachers Also Hit. 

Vienna, Austria.—The recent discus- 
sion and general opposition in Austria 
to coeducation in the schools and col- 
leges of the dual monarchy has 
brought comparison to the working 
of this system of instruction in Rus- 

sia. 

Khorol, a town near Kiev, carries 
the banner for severe ordinances. 
Here, as in many provinciai towns, 
boy pupils have been forbidden to go 
walking with the girl students in the 
streets, but the KHorol board of edu- 
cation followed this ordinance with an 
order prohibiting the teachesr also to 
be seen on the streets in company 
with the women, on the ground that 
they should furnish an example of 
proper conduct to their pupils. At a 
high school party held tn Khorol dur- 
ing the holidays the school authorities 
at midnight segregated the boy pupils 
{n a locked room, dismissed the girls 
unescorted, and released the young 
men only when time enough had 
elapsed for the young women to reach 
their homes.

Berlin.—A scheme, which has long 
been considered by Berlin physicians, 
is to be tried out, in the Moabit dis 
trict, when certain doctors will be ap.

noon and midnight on Sunday. 

It is planned to have different phy- 
sicians serve each Sunday to the end 
that others may have a rest one day 
in the week. If it works out wel! it 
will probably be extended to the whole 
city.

As he has offered no apology for 
his action on that evening, either 
before or since the hearing, I 
heréby order the notice of his 
removal from the position of call 
lieutenant affirmed.

Daniel Hammond Richards died 
at his home, 25 Fairmount street 
yesterday morning of pneumonia. 
In his death the city loses a unique 
figure, an oldtime resident, and 
upright citizen. 

Mr. Richards was born in Cam- 
bridge in June 1840, son of Daniel 
H. Richards. His mother’s maiden 
name was Leathe. His father 
was a successful carpenter in Cam- 
bridge, and under his father’s 
direction the son learned the trade. 
In later years he was known as an 
expert lather, and handled some 
heavy contracts. He was always 
accounted a man of the strictest 
ntegrity. 


At the time of his death he was j 


filling his 41st year of consecutive 
service as treasurer of the Unitarian 
Sunday school, a position of which 
he was very proud, and in which 
his honesty and correctness found 
the fullest expression. Mr. Rich- 
ard’s books of record are models 
of neatness. In addition to his 
financial record, Mr. Richards kept 
a diary in which is carefully set 
down all pastoral changes in the 
church, special sermons, events in 
church history, meteorological data, 
and striking happenings in the 
world at large. 

Mr. Richards is survived by a 
daughter, Mrs. James Bruce Jr., 
of Springfield, Ill., a Albert 
Richards of Boston, and a brother, 
Edward H. Richards of Woburn.

MEN DOOMED GY FATE 


Spanish Prime Minister Foretold 
His Own Death. 


Wonderful Prognostications of Mah- 
moud, an Egyptian Astrologer, 
Were Verified, When Bourtos 
Pasha Was Slain. 


London.—"I know that I am con- 
demned to death, because I possess 
positive information that two anar- 
chists have taken an oath to kill me. 
I know, further, that the anarchist 
who is to take my life is a man who 
was banished from Buenos Aires, and 
that he went thence to Paris and 
Biarritz, after which the police lost 
trace of him.” 

So spoke the late Senor Canalejas, 
the Spanish prime minister, on Nov. 
8, 1912, in a conversation with an in- 
timate friend, and four days later he 
was shot dead by an assassin while 
looking, in at the window of a book 
shop. 

It must be a terrible strain on 
nerves and pluck to feel, as so many 
have done, that the sword hangs over 
their head, suspended, as it were, by 
a single hair. 

But such has been the fate of more 
than one public man during the past 
few years, and of scores in earlier 
days. 

In February, 1910, Sheik Mahmoud, 
a well known Egyptian astrologer, 
went to Boutros Pasha, prime minister 
of Egypt, and told him that he fore- 
saw his death at the hands of an as- 
Sassin. Boutros believed the prophecy 
and, as every one knows, was foully 
murdered a few months later. 

It is worth mentioning that Mah- 
moud put in print a prediction of the 
death of King Edward three months 
before it occurred. He said that it 
would come to pass in May. 

By the way, he also foretold in 1910 
that King George of Greece would an- 
nex three Turkish cities. This also 
has come true. 

While on the subject of Turkey and 
the east, we may say that the late 
King Alexander of Servia fully be- 
lieved that he would meet with a vio- 
lent death. 

Years earlier, in 
Milan, Alexander's 


fact, when King 
father, was on the 
throne, a Servian peasant predicted 
that Milan’s reign would be one of 
many misfortunes, that he would wage 
an unsuccessful war, that he would 
marry, have one son and then’ be di 
vorced. He ended by prophesying a 
violent death for the son. 

Alexander, realizing how true the 
rest of the predictions had been, fre- 
quently Spoke to his intimates of his 
coming end, but heecould hardly have 
expected that it would have been at- 
tended by such horrors as were actu- 
ally the case. 

Of all modern stories of doom, none 
{s so terrible as that of the Austrian 
noble family of Vetzera. The name 
will be familiar to all readers, because 
of the Baroness Marie Vetzera, for 
love of whom the Crown Prince Rudolf 
killed himself. 

Every member of that family was 
beautiful and gifted, yet for genera. 
tions ill-fate dogged them and none 
died a natural death, 

Marie, it is believed, poisoned her. 
self with strychnine, her brother, 
fine young officer, was burnt to death 
in the awful conflagration at the Ring 
theater; the father, Baron Vetzera 
fell dead. of sunstroke in a Cairo 
street Finally, Jeanne, countess of 
Bylandt, one of the most beautiful and 


accomplished women who ever lived, 
died suddenly in Rome. 
Poison caused her death, but wheth.- 


er administered intentionally or -not

New York.—Since the death of 
Mrs. Frederick K. Sachleben of Brook- 
lyn, recently, it has become known 
that she and her husband William 
have made the strange arrangement 
to have their bodies cremated, their 
ashes mingled and scattered from the 
middle span of the Brooklyn bridge. 
The woman's body was taken to a 
crematory. The ashes will be placed 
in an urn and preserved until the 
death of her husband, at which time 
Ernest M. Friendrich, a_ son-in-law, 

will carry out the wishes of both. 


ESCAPE RENT DAY 7 YEARS 


Heirs of Late Landlord Found, New 
York Tenants Hear Homes Will 
Be Sold. 

New York.—Rent days are due for 
the families who for more than seven 
years since the death of Frederick 
S$. Copley on December 9, 1905, have 
been occupying free of charge three 


dwellings in South Prince street, 
Flushing. Copley, an Englishman, 
died on Staten Island, leaving no 
will, 


After a world-wide search, Nelson 
Tunnicliffe, an attorney of this city, 
found the heirs in Wngland, Africa 
and Australia. They have authorized 
the sale of the property.

Five Hour Day Is Asked Workers 
in Massachusetts. 


To Lead Country Again If Measure 
Pending In the Legislature Ie 
Passed—Other States 
Ald Reform, 

New York.—Massachusetts will 
again lead the country in one part of 
its child labor laws, according to the 
national ohild labor committee, if 
the bill to reduce the hours of work 
for all under sixteen years becomes 
law. Massachusetts now has a ten- 
hour day for workers under sixteen, 
which it is proposed to reduce at ono 
step to a five-hour day, with the re- 
quirement that all child workers un- 
der sixteen shall attend a part time 

day school. 

Other states, meanwhile, are won- 
dering if they can establish the eight- 
hour day, and definite campaigns for 
this end are on in Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia, New Hampshire, Pennsyl- 
vania, Texas, West Virginia and else- 
where. 

The committee points out that the 
bills which have already been intro- 
duced in Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
Texas all include the regulation of 
street trades provided in the uniform 
child labor law. 

This allows no 
twelve years and no other = street 
trader under fourteen. It aiso forbids 
all girls to engage in these occupa- 


newsbey under 


tions before they are sixteen years 
old. 
New York, under the recommenda- 


tion of the state factory investigating 


commission, is considering bills not 
only to prohibit child labor in can- 
neries and tenements, but to reor- 


ganize the factory tnspection depart- 
ment as an industrial commission 
with a greaUly increased staff of in- 
spectors. Delaware, Indiana, Mis- 
souri, North Carolina and others are 
also talking of measures to make 
more efficient their departments of 
inspection. 

In many states, minimum wage 
boards, pensions for widowed moth- 
ers, prohibition of night work and 
methods of determining age of chil- 
dren seeking employment are under 
discussion. 

New Hampshire and some ~of the 
fouthern states will probably raise 
the age limit for working children 
from twelve to fourteen years, and it 
is hoped that a child labor law for 
terrttories will be presented to con- 
gress. 

A compulsory school attendance 
law has been introduced in the North 
Carolina legislature, and bills are 
tulked of in South Carolina, Tennes- 
see and Texas,

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WOMAN VETERAN IN WANT| OLD CELLO 


“Mustered Out” of New York Munici- 
pal Service; Was Wounded 
in Battle. 

New York.—Kady Brownell, the only 
woman veteran of the civil war, has 
been mustered out of the civil serv- 
ice, under which she had served the 
last seventeen years. 

She and her husband, Robert §8. 
Brownell, have been living in the Ju- 
mel mansion, corner of One Hundred 
and Sixtieth street and Hdgecomb ave- 
nue, where they have been acting as 
caretakers. Commissioner Stover of 
the park department tried to arrange 
with the Grand Army of the Republic, 
of which both Mr, and Mrs. Brownell 
are members, to take care of them in 
some institution for the rest of their 
lives. The difficulty is that the organ- 
ization has not had to consider sim- 
dlar case before. 

Mrs, Brownell’s military career may 
be said to have begun with her birth 
‘on the battlefield, when her father, 
Colonel George Southwell was station- 
ed in Caffaria, South Wales. Her 
‘mother died a few days later, but the 
child was sturdy and lived to go home 
with her father. 

After a time he was ordered back to 
Africa and the little girl came to the 
United States with another friend of 
the father's, Cameron McKenzie. 
While living in Central Falls, R. I., she 
met and was married to Mr. Brownell, 
she being then barely 18 years old. 
Three days after her marriage the war 
broke out and her husband, who was 
one of the charter members of the 
Mechanics’ Rifles of Providence, was 
summoned to go to the front. 

He went home and broke the news 
that he was going to the war. His 
wife said she, too, would go to the 
front and fight beside her husband. 

Both Mrs, Brownell and her hus- 
band were wounded during the war, 
the latter seriously. In 1884 congress 
passed an act granting her a special 
pension. Since 1903 she has been em- 
ployed by the New York Department 
of Parks.

PROVES A PRIZE 


Philadelphia Musician Discovere a 
Hopeless istrument le « Barbe 
and Merely Out of Repair. 

Philadelphia.—Bertram A. Austin, a 
musician, of 4956 Rubicam avenue, 
Germantown, has discovered that an 
ancient cello, which has lain negilect- 
ed in his studio for many years, is a 
“Barbe,” and worth $1,000. 

About four years ago one of Mr. 
Austin’s pupils brought a disreputable. 
looking cello into the studio which he 
said he had picked up in a pawnhshop. 
He tested it and discovered that the 
bass had a rich tone, while the treble 
was decidedly squeaky. 

He threw it to one side as hopeless, 
and for months it lay in the junk heap. 
Several times he tried to dispose of 
it in trade, but nobody wanted the old 
instrument when they heard the sad 
lament of the treble. 

T. A. Daly, widely known poet and 
humorist, took an interest in the in- 
strument because of its ancient ap- 
pearance, and advised Mr. Austin to 
take it to William Moenning, a skill- 
ful “doctor” of sick musical instru; 
ments. Mr, Austin acted on this ad- 
vice. He was astounded when Moen- 
ning showed him this inscription in- 
side the case, “J. Barbe, pere: Paris, 
1790.” 

Mr. Moenning found that the treble 
soundpost was three inches out of 
place, being close against the bass bar. 
He repaired this difficulty and all of 
thé rare sweetness of tone has been 
restored to the instrument. 

Barbe was one of the most famous 
makers of violins and cellos of the 
eighteenth century.

FLYERS GAUSE FEAR 


Aviators From Continent Fly in 
Darkness Over England. 


British Government Is Providing “Sky 
Gunes” to Repel These Aerial 
Trespassers Who Appear 
During Night. 


London.—A popular pastime nowa- 
days with continental aviators would 
seem to be flying trips by night over 
England. Daring air pilots in Ger- 
many or France leave their moorings 
at dusk, speed over the channel, and 
then circle over British cities and 
forts, flashing their lights to mystify 
and alarm the people below them. 
With the first indications of dawn the 
adventure comes to an end. The 
prowling birdman heads for home, 
houses his machine before the sun is 
well up, and leaves the officials of 
Bngland to report his incursion to the 
war office in London. 

Reports of these night visits became 
80 general, and were at the same time 
s0 disconcerting, that the government 
finally took official action and passed 
a bill prohibiting the passage of air- 
craft over certain specified areas. Air- 
craft violating this regulation will be 
fired on and otherwise warned away. 
into the 


The bill was introduced 
house of commons by Colonel Seeley, 
secretary of war, and it passed 


through all its stages at one sitting, 
without discussion. It went to the 
lords the day before recess and passed 
that house just as hurriedly. 

How the measure is to be enforced 


has aroused considerable interested 

speculation. The bill authorizes the 

proper officers, after giving a _ pre- 

scribed warning, to fire at any air- 

craft infringing this law, and to use 

any and every means to prevent in:

Cargo of Salt Yields Good Profit 
to Boat Owner. 


Craft Goes Upstream in Flood, but 
the Crew Has to Dig Into the 
River Bank in Order to 
Turn Around. 


Clinton, Mo.—How a_ steamboat 
once navigated the waters of the 
Osage river, delivered a cargo of salt 
at Suns Point, Kan., and made a good 
profit on the deal is told here by 
Richard Fuqua, a carpenter, who was 
the boat's carpenter on the trip and 
for several years after. Now the once 
navigable Osage river is a prize 
sought by water power men and pro- 
moters, and Kansas, instead of import- 
ing salt, is exporting it. 

The steamboat was itself named the 
Osage. The hull was laid and launched 
at Linn Creek in the winter of 1856-7 
by the owners, who were residents of 
Linn Creek. The hull was towed to 
St. Louis, where the boat was finished. 
It was 130 feet long, 22 feet wide, and 
when loaded to its capacity of 200 
tons drew nearly three feet of water. 

It was pronounced the finest little 
boat afloat in its day, with a cabin 
capacity of seventy-five passengers, 
double engines, double boilers and 
side wheels. It was sold to Captain 
Lambert, of New York, an experienced 
boat man, who later traded it to Maj. 
R. H. Melton of Warsaw, Mo., for Ben- 
ton county land, the consideration be 
ing $22,000. 

Major Melton placed Ekijah Melton, 
his brother, in charge as clerk, and 


the Osage made regular trips for eight 


months in the year from St. Louis up 
the Osage river, often as far as Pap- 
insville, in Bates county, Missouri, but 
more frequently going to Osceola, St. 
Clair county 

The Civil war had destroyed the 
boating service on the Osage river, 
and salt was so searce that a pound 
would sell at times for $1. Major Mel- 
ton found plenty of salt at St. Louis in 
1867, which had come from Michigan 
down the Mississippi. He knew if he 


could get it to the western counties 
of Missouri the people would pay a 
handsome profit for it. With George 
Crawford, an Osage river pilot, the 


boat was loaded to its capacity with 
salt in barrels and sacks, and the voy- 
age began 

At Osceola the news came _ that 
heavy rains for a week + the head- 


waters of the Osage in Kan °s would |} 


keep the river at high wat mark; 
and Crawford, the daring Osage river 
pilot, said he would try for Suns Point, 
or failing, he could stop at Bell View, 
a few miles below. 

Suns Point was reached at four 
o'clock on the afternoon of the fol- 
lowing day, and the river bank was 
full, but very narrow. It was so full 
that the presence of the boat forced 
the water out of its banks on to the 
low land. In an hour the water began 
to fall, and all hands rolled off the 
salt. Everybody who would work was 
hired to help. The unloading contin- 
ued all night without interruption un- 
til four o’clock in the morning. 

It was then observed that the nar- 
row stream was not wide enough by 
ten feet to turn the boat around. 
Every available tool was put into use 
by deckhands and the bank of the 
river was dug down low enough to al- 
low the stern of the boat to back into 
{t, and by the aid of ropes and cap- 
stan the turn was made. 

The unloading was completed, and 
at five o’clock the race for deep water 
began. The wood supply was running 
low when a woodyard was seen in’ the 
distance on the bank, some _ thirty 
miles below Suns Point. No time was 
lest in tying up and appropriating all 
the wood in the yard, and the little 
steamer was on her way to escape 
the shallow water. The mouth of the 


Osage below Jefferson City was 
reached before noon the following 
day. 

Major Melton left his brother in 


charge of the salt at Suns Point, and 
in a week he had sold the last of this 
boatload of salt and was returning 
with $27,000, representing the profit 
of the trip.

Yonkers, N. Y.—The broken friend. 
ship of James J. Lynch, a contractor, 
and Thomas Morris, Jr., an iron man- 
ufacturer, is mended because of a 
sacrifice of bleod by Lynch which 
has saved Morris’ life. 

Weak with a wasting illness, Morris’ 
condition was serious. His physician 
sent word from the sickroom that a 
transfusion of blood from a healthy 
person was needed to bring about the 
patient’s recovery, and he appealed 
to iron manufacturer's friends. None 
responded, Lynch, however, learning

Alexandra and Mary Disagree Over 
Wife for Prince of Wales—Ban 
on German Princess. 


London.—The engagement of the 
kaiser’s only daughter, Princess Vic- 
toria Louise; to the son of the duke 
of Cumberland came as a great relief 
to Queen Mary, who has always dread- 
ed that a marriage should be ar- 
ranged for political reasons between 
the princess and the prince of Wales. 

Typically English as the queen is, 
she would prefer her oldest son to 
marry an English girl if there were 
one of equal rank to be found within 
this country, but as this not the 
case, she knowe, of course, that the 
prince of Wales will eventually have 
to marry some foreign princess. 

She has become quite resigned to 
this idea, but she still draws the line 
on German princesses, and hopes that 
the future king of England will even- 
tually marry one of the czar’s young 
daughters. On this point, however, 
she meets with strong opposition 
from Queen Alexandra, who maintains 
that it would be fatal to the best in- 
terests of coming royal generations to 
allow a union of two young people 
who are not only as closely related as 
are the prince of Wales and a daugh- 
ter of the czar, but whose fathers ara 
exact doubles of one another physi- 
cally as well as mentally, and both 
very far from being robust. Queen

Alexandra also fears that her young 
‘Russian grandnieces may have inher. 
ited a strain of the melancholy of 
their beautiful an@ lovely mother. 

As the young prince of Wales is 
of a very shy and rather effeminate 
disposition, Queen Alexandra main- 
tains that the proper wife for him 
must be a strong, vivacious and spir- 
ited prineess, and her favorite candi- 
date is the oldest daughter of the 
king and queen of Italy, in whose 
veins flows the vigorous and healthy 
blood of the Montenegrin princes. 
who, although now of royal rank, are 
only a few generations removed from 
strong peasant ancestors, 

Queen Mary’s principal objection to 
the Italian princess favored by Queen 
Alexandra is that England’s future 
queen ought to be a Protestant by 
birth. 


ITS AGE IS TWO CENTURIES 


Eliot School, Boston, Mass., Cele- 
brates 200th Birthday—Has Occu- 
pied Four Buildings on Site. 


Boston.—The Eliot Grammar school 
of Boston held exercises in celebra- 
tion of the rounding out of the sec- 
ond century of its existence. The 
school was founded in 1712, when the 
sturdy fathers of colonial Boston vot- 
ed to establish a school at the north 
end of the town to accommodate the 
growing ,population in that section. 
One year later the little edifice was 
completed and its doors thrown open. 
The school is the oldest elementary 
sehbool in the city and the second old- 
est free school of any kind. 

The original building lasted through 
the period of the revolution and was 
not torn down until 1792. The geo- 
ond building lasted until 1837 and the 
third persisted until 1860, when the 
present edifice was erected. All have 
occupied the same site, which is with- 
in a stone’s throw of Christ's church, 
where Paul Revere’s lanterns were 
hung. 

Many famous men received their el- 
ementary education at the old Blot 
school, among them Hdward Bverett, 
the famous statesman and orator, and 
Rev, Samuel 8. Smith, author of 
“America.” The last quarter of a cen- 
tury has seen great changes in the 
section of the city where the school 
{s located, and today 90 per cent. of 
the pupils are the children of Italian 
and Jewish immigrants,

SCHOOL COMMITTEE'S 
MONTHLY MEETING 


Sec. Clapp Reports on Superinten- 
dents’ Convention at Philadelphia 
and Advocates Industrial Courses 


MOTION PICTURES IN SCHOOLS 


Superintendent George I. Clapp 
submitted a report to the school 
board at its regular meeting last 
evening in which he briefly touched 
upon the most prominent features 
of the recent convention of school 
superintendents held in Philadel- 
phia. Mayor Henchey presided 
and the committeemen present 
were Messrs Clark, Crosby, Brown, 
Linscott and Maguire. 

Mr. Clapp said that the most 
significant matter discussed was 
the revision of the course of study 
in the upper grammar grades and 
in the high school. The conven- 
tion was unanimous in the opinion 
that present conditions demanded 
a revision of the course of study, 
and the adoption of agricultural, 
trade, commercial, domestic science 
and part time courses. The part 
time course means that the school 
time of the pupil is divided be- 
tween working and studying. The 
superintendent stated that it could 
not be expected thatWoburn handi- 
capped as it is financially would 
be able to accept at once all the 
different improved studies, but 
he felt that something should be 
done in response to the public de- 
mand for a revision of the course 
of study. 

The recommendation of the state 
board of education that legislation 
be enacted that will equalize educa- 
tional opportunities, was explained 
by Superintendent Clapp and if 
the bill which is now before the 
general court passes Woburn will 
profit materially.

MURDERED KING OF GREECE 


i Georgios I, King of Greece, who was recently assassinated, was 
He was the second son of 
King Christian IX of the House of Schleswig-Holstein-Sonderburg- 
Glutksburg, king of Denmark. His given name was Wilhelm. He 
was born December 24, 1845, and on March 31, 1863, he was elected 
King of the Hellenes, tinder the title of Georgios I, by the Greek Nation- 
al assembly. His wife was Olga, niece of the late Czar Alexander II 
of Russia. He is su¢ceeded by his eldest son, Konstantios, born Aug- 
ust 2, 1868. 

The royal family of Denmark is in many ways remarkable. The 
eldest son of Christian IX is now Frederick VIII, king of Denmark, 
Wilhelm, as above noted, became king of Greece. Alexandra, next 
younger than Frederick, was the wife of Edward VII of England, and is 
now Queen Dowager. Marie Dagmar, fourth child, married Alexan- 
der III of Russia, becoming the Empress Maria-Feodorovna. Prin- 
cess Thyra and Prince Waldemar married into collateral branches of 
royal families. In addition to the Danish lines thus grafted upon the 
thrones of England, Greece, and Russia, a grandson, Karl, son of the 
present king of Denmark, became in 1905, Haakon VII, King of Norway. 

The relationships of the royal families of Europe are very intricate 
and not generally well understood in their political significance. Such 
books as the Statesman’s Year-book, and Whitaker’s Almanac are in- 
valuable in unravelling the tangle. They also contain a vast store of 
political and statistical information. 


SOME NEW BOOKS ON THE BALKAN WAR 


Two new books, the first fruits of the Balkan war, will be on our 
new-book shelves this week. They are from the pens of actual eye- 
witnesses of the hostilities, but from opposite points of view. 

With the Victorious Bulgarians, by Lieutenant Hermengild Wag- 
ner, special correspondent of the London Daily Mail, is said to “form 
by far the most brilliant piece of journalistic work done in this war, 
and one of the best performed in any war.” 

The Balkan War} by Philip Gibbs and Bernard Grant, offers a 
contrast to the foregoing, inasmuch as one of the authors was attached 
to the Turkish army, and was thus able to supply information less easy 
of access.

Delicate Surgery at St. Eliza- 
beth’s on Limb of Joseph 

Weiss 

Weiss of 100 Bald- 
win avenue, North Woburn whose 
left arm from the wrist to the 
shoulder was terribly scalded at 
the chemical works last April is 
almost completely recovered 
from an operation performed: at 
St. Elizabeth’s hopital, Boston, 
necessitated by the severe in- 
juries he received at the time of 
the scalding. Mr. Weiss is a 
foreman at the Merrimac chemi- 
pal works, and as hreturned to his 
work. He is employed as a chemi- 
cal expert, is the father of 10 chil- 
dren and is a brother in law of 
Thomas Urquhart, chief of police 
in Arlington. He was mixing 
nitrate of soda with lead, and test- 
ing it when the accident happened. 
The liquid blew all over him but 
he was most severely scalded on 
the left side. Dr. J. P. Bixby sent 
him to the Massachusetts General 
hospital and after a short stay he 
returned home but the arm still 
bothered him and he went back. 

Henry Howard, president 
at the Chemical works sent Mr. 
Weiss to St. Elizabeth hospital 
where the operation which was 
one of the most unusual, delicate 
and successful surgical perform- 
ance known to the medical fra- 
ternity was performed resulting 
in not only saving the arm, but 
leaving it as strong as ever. 

The record the case at 
hospital follows: 

“W. A. Brooks, Jr., M. D., 
ward O’Brien, M. D.,  assist- 
ant. ( of Joseph IF. Weiss. 

“The arm was contracted 
that the forearm was completely 
flexed upon the arm. The scar 
tissue and contracted tendons 
were dissected out and after the 
ends the separated tendons 
were sutured together a mon- 
strous skin graft was done. 

“A flap of skin was dissected 
from the abdominal wall and the 
man’s arm was then sutured to 
the skin flap. The arm was left 
attached to the man’s abdomen 
for 11 days, at which time the skin 
had grown on the arm. 

“The skin was then cut so that 
the arm was free to moved. 
After this 16 more skin grafts were 
made during the period of three 
months, all of which resulted in a 
favorable manner. The man now 
has a good arm and will be able 
to use it as well as before he re- 
ceived the severe burns. 

Mr. Weiss tells the 
experience the 
the following words:

Well, a patch 
of skin two inches long was cut 
from my leg for this, and the bal- 
ance was taken from the body of 
a healthy woman patient, from 
whose injury if was necessary to 
remove some skin surface. I am 
now well to the extent that I can 
superintend and I have 
nothing but praise for all who par- 
ticipated. They do me the honor 
to say that my health and courage

BRAVE DANGERS ON COAST 


Men Who Keep the Wolf Rock Light- 
house Undergo Hardships Dur. 
Ing the Winter, 


London.—The recent loss by drown- 
ing of one of the light keepers from 
the Wolf Rock lighthouse has recall- 
ed many stories of the hardships and 
dangers undergone this winter by 
men who kept vigil on the rock-bound 
Cornish coast. 

The Longship Rock lighthouse, just 
of Land’s End, has a storeroom dug 
out of the solid rock, which forms the 
foundation of the lighthouse. While 
the keeper was visiting the cellar one 
morning he looked out of the trap- 
door and saw a huge wave coming. He 
had barely time to close the door

Hunters Slay Cow Running With 
a Stockman’s Herd. 


Declared to Be the Last Wild Bison 
of All the Millions That Once 
Roamed at Will In 
South Dakota. 


Guthrie, Okla —‘“Just about a year 
ago my ranch partner, Phil Hilison, 
helped kill the last range buffalo in 
Bouth Dakota,” said Hmmert Ander 
son, a stalwart former Oklahoman, 
who came here to visit his parents. 
Anderpon and Bilison have a cattle 
ranch at Rattlesnake Butte, and get 
their mail at the little postoffice town 
of Dupree, whioh is 100 miles north. 
east of Pierre. 

“This buffalo was a cow,” said An 
Gerson, “and about fourteen years old 
Bhe was a full blood, and the last of 
millions that once roamed that cour 
try. Her presence had been known 
for a long time, and the cowboys pro 
tected her. For the last five or siz 
years she had kept with the herd of 
a cattle man named Simon Lutz. 

“About 14 years ago three wild buf: 
falo came from the north and were 
seen on the Lutz range. One of the 
cows dropped a calf, and this cali 
ehortly became the only wild buffalc 
in that part of South Dakota, as its 
mother and her two companions were 
killed by hunters, 

“After this cow began going with the 
Lutz herd, she grew more or less ao 
quainted with Lutz, and would not 
stampede when he came in sight 
though he was never able to get closé 
to her. The moment a stranger ap 
peared, however, the cow broke fo1 
the hills and remained in hiding until 
Le disappeared, but she could outrun 
the fleetest horse, and nobody evel 
succeeded in roping her. 

“About a year ago ‘Chuck’ Hall, @ 
butcher at Faith, 8. D.; Hd Carr, and 
Phil HDllison outfitted and started afte 
the cow. They got sight o* her in 6 
day or two, and gradually drew close: 
to where she was grazing. Car 
stalked her from behind a hill wher 
the wind was favorable. Peering ove} 
the ridge, Carr saw the cow not more 
than a hundred yards distant. His 
first shot merety wounded her, and 
she charged viciously upon him. A 
second shot brought her down. Hal 
has her head mounted in his butche: 
shop at Faith. 

“On this same hunt, and in the same 
locality where the buffalo cow wai 
found, these hunters made another kill 
that added a trophy to their expedi 
tion, 

“For nine years there had been ap 
‘outlaw’ steer of giant size ranging the 
country. His color was solid white 
and he could be seen for miles on § 
‘bright, sunshiny day. His horns were 
of phenomenal size and breadth. He 
carried the brand of the old Turkey 
Track ranch, once one of the mosi 
widely known outfits in the west, an¢ 
whose headquarters were far down ir 
the Texas Panhandle, where the bat 
tle between buffalo hunters and a big 
war party of Comanche Indians tool 
place in the early '70s. 

“The most persistent effort extend 
ing through a period of years failed t« 
get this old steer to the railroad wher 
cattle shipments were made. He woulk 
drift in for miles, but seemed to have 
a kind of uncanny intuition of fina 
danger, and at night would sneak 
away from the herd and return to his 
old freedom. Usually a steer will stay 
with the herd to the end. 

“Hall and his companions shot ths 
old fellow and his horns are hanging 
{n the butcher shop at Faith. He ha¢ 
been a moving landmark for years ir 
that part of South Dakota, and, like 
the buffalo cow, was perhaps the las) 
of his kind, as the old Turkey Trac} 
ranch is gone, and cattle no longe) 
are brought up the trail from the Pan 
handle country to the north.”

MILES OF iGniWAY 


City Engineer W. B. Jones Com- 
piles list of Accepted 
Streets 

After a careful review of records, 
plans ete., City Engineer William 
B. Jones hus prepared a list of 
streets accepted by the city from 
1898 to 1913. During that period 
Woburn has assumed responsibility 
for the care and maintenance of 
12,321 linear feet of highway, and 
the city engineer finds by consult- 
ing the list of accepted streets up 
F, Johnson Esq., that they city 
now Owns approximately 68 miles 
of public thoroughfare. He does 
not include Hart street in his sum- 
mary as it is not yet completed, 
although accepted. The total num- 
ber of streets is 173, and 174 if 
Hart street is counted. 

The city engineer prepared the 
list in response to numerous in- 
quiries from citizens, and from 
authorities of other municipalities 
for information as to the exact mil- 
eage of accepted streets in this 
city. Mr. Jones confessed that 
prior to the examination of records 
he has made, shared the general 
impression that Woburn had 
between 75 and 80 miles ac- 
cepted highway. 

His list includes only the legally 
accepted streets, and makes no 
reference to several miles of courts 
and private ways where the city 
assumes a certain amount of re- 
sponsibility, and expends money 
every year for maintenance. Ap- 
pended is a list of streets accepted 
since 1898 and the total length of 
the same.

Valuable Gift to the Association 
*, C. Converse

The annual meeting of the Rum- 
ford Historical association was 
held in the old birthplace of the 
Count in North Woburn last night 
and was largely attended, with 
Judge E. F. Johnson presiding. 

The annual reports of the various 
officers were submitted showing 
the association to be in a healthy 
condition, the old homestead hav- 
ing received much needed repairs 
which has put it into excellent 
condition with a substantial sum 
remaining in the treasury. 

The necrology report showed 
five deathsin 1911 and five in1912. 

A framed picture of the Countess 
of Rumford taken from the Illus- 
trated News of January 8, 1853, 
was presented to the association 
by Arthur W. Whitcher. 

During the past year the associa- 
tion has received one of its most 
valued gifts through the generosity 
of Mr. Edmund C. Converse of 
Greenwich, Conn., an eminent 
banker of New York City, who, 
upwards of two years ago acquired 
by purchase, the portrait of Count 
Rumford by Thomas Gainsborough 
R. A. 

It is said that Gainsborough 
painted only threé Americans, a 
curious circumstance concerning 
which is that all three were named 
Benjamin, viz: Benjamin Rush, 
Benjamin Franklin, and Benja- 
min Thompson,(Court Rumford). 

The gift of Mr. Converse to the 
association is a beautiful album 
containing a photograph facsimile 
of the Gainsborough portrait to- 
gether with photograph facsimilies 
of an autograph letter from Rum- 
ford to his publishers concerning 
the publication of an essay on the 
heating of liquids, and a photo 
copy of the Bavarian Patent 
of Nobility approved by King 
George III, all the originals 
being in the possession of Mr. Con- 
verse. The donor is a native born 
and bred Bostonian traces 
many of his ancestors back to the

How to become a Scout 


Any boy over twelve years old 
may become a scout. He must ob- 
tain the consent of his parents, 
Dass the requirements for a ‘‘Ten- 
derfoot,”’ and take the scout oath. 
Those wishing to become scouts 
should apply to the scout commis- 
sioner. The commissioner, Mr. 
Hosmer, will meet applicants on 
Tuesday evenings at the library 
between 7 and 8 o’clock. 

Troops may be formed in con- 
nection with any organization such 
as a Boys’ club, Sunday school, 
or public school. Boys desiring to 
form a troop should find some man 
who is willing to be their Scout 
master. He must be over 21 years 
old. There can be no troop with- 
out a Scout master. Troops may 
also be formed independently of any 
other organization, provided they 
can obtain the use of a room for a 
meeting place, and find a man who 
will serve as Scout master. 

The cost to the boy scout will 
be twenty-five cents for the hand- 
book, a few cents for his badge, 
and the weekly dues if the treop 
votes to have them.

DEMONSTRATION 


Practical Illustration of Up- 
to-date Apparatus given to 
City Officials 


Today was Demonstration day 
in the fire department. At 9 
this morning there glided noise- 
lessly into the city a handsome auto 
combination hose and chemical 
truck, the product of the O. F. 
Kress and Son company of Law- 
fence. This was the truck that 
had been on exhibition at the re- 
cent Motor truck show in Boston. 

To meet it was assembled a 
group of city officials, comprising 
Mayor William H. Henchey, Chief 
Engineer Frank E. Tracy, City 
Clerk B. F. McHugh, City Solici- 
tor J. Fred Maloney, City Mes- 
senger Francis Bellew and several 
members of the fire department. 
The machine was inspected by the 
officials, its merits being explained 
by the company’s demonstrator. 

The trial trip was made about 
10 o’clock from the municipal 
building, the route chosen being 
to the neighborhood of Cambridge 
street at the west side. The run 
from the starting point to Alderman 
Ellis Marshall’s house on Cam- 
bridge street was covered in 4 1-2 
minutes. It is estimated that the 
machine could easily run from the 
center to the farthest boundary 
line in 5 minutes a fact that carries 
with it the assurance of availability. 

The city officials mentioned, and 
a number of fire department mem- 
bers, 15 in all, were passengers, 
and the machine carried the load 
easily. The machine is equipped 
with a 40 gallon chemical tank, 
and 1500 feet of hose. The test 
Was in every way very satisfactory 
and impressed everyone, who saw 
it and witnessed its working, as 
an admirable adjunct of fire de- 
partment equipment.

WHITHER ARE WE DRIFTING 


Not long ago an esteemed citi- 
ven of Woburn, expressing his 
regret that President Taft had 
vetoed the Webb bill (which pro- 
hibited the transportation of liquor 
into “dry” states for purposes of 
sale therein) on the ground that 
it would be found to be unconsti- 

tutional, showed some irritation 
' that the constitution should be in 
the way of a law that Congress 
passed. His feeling of annoyance 
is characteristic of the time. The 
Constitution may be somewhat 
too rigid to suit many people but 
theré it is and we think this es- 
teemed{citizen himself, if he should 
carefully read the constitution of 
the United States, or of Massa- 
chusetts, would applaud the wis- 
dom of the fathers not only for 
the frame of government which 
they built but for the bills of rights 
which they imbedded in the very 
foundation stones of the govern- 
ment. The constitution of nation 
and state may not always suit the 
popular impulse of the moment and 
it is better that a change conflict- 
ing with the constitution be not 
made until popular impulse crys- 
talizes into a settled purpose 
which will amend the constitution 
than not to have aconstitution at 
all. No doubt the woman suf- 
fragists today are wishing that 
the vote of the Massachusetts 
legislature could directly settle 
the question of woman suffrage 
without the difficult task of se- 
curing a constitutional amend- 
ment, but we do not hear them at- 
tacking our constitution. What 
they are striving for is the neces- 
sary legislative votes to submit 
the question of the amendment to 
the people. They want no “straw 
vote” law and in this they seem to 
us to be wise. The straw vote 
scheme is a cheap trick and is not 
worth wasting time over. What 
the woman suffragists want is a 
real test, a real referendum that 
will legally mean something. 

And now that we are speaking 
on constitutional matters, let us 
see what the spirit of the time is 
trying to do with the press. Right 
here in our little city the amazing 
proposition met the unanimous in- 
dorsement of the city council that 
the press should not discuss poli- 
cies which the august and all-suf- 
ficient council had under consider- 
ation. ‘The rulers once chosen by 
the people are by that token im- 
mune from criticism during their 
term of office, and the sole function 
of the common people is to pay 
in their taxes to the city treasury 
and leave the rest to the chosen 
rulers. And in Indiana, during 
this very month, the spirit of the 
time has cerystalized into an act 
passed by the legislature, which 
restricts the rights of newspapers 
to discuss the character of candi- 
dates for office and also the char- 
acter of pending legislation. ‘The 
Indianapolis News says of this 
act: “If Boss Tweed were alive he 
could announce himself this year 
as a candidate for mayor of In- 
dianapolis without the slightest 
fear that the newspapers would 
revive unpleasant memories. Had 
Benedict Arnold been a candidate 
for office such a law as this would 
have made it criminal for any news- 
paper to call attention to his 
treason. It is indeed an amazing 
performance. ‘The effort not 
simply to chain the press but to 
stifle public opinion which makes 
itself felt through the press. ‘The 
prosecuting attorney to have 
the: power to say what the papers 
may or may not print,” 

And now let us humbly thank 
God for the constitution of the 
United States and glorify the wis- 
dom of its makers.

and on our knees we modestly 
commend it to all our citizens es- 
pecially to the august city council: 
“Congress shall make no law re- 
specting an establishment of re- 
ligion, or prohibiting the free ex- 
ercise thereof, or abridging the 
freedom of speech, or of the press, 
or the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble, and to petition the 
government for a redress of griev- 
ances.” (Art. I Bill of Rights). 
And let us also quote from the 
constitution of the grand old Com- 
monwealth: “All power residing 
originally in the people, and being 
derived from them, the several 
magistrates and officers of govern- 
ment, vested with authority, wheth- 
er legislative, executive or judicial, 
are their substitutes and agents 
and are at all times accountable 
to them.” (Art. V). And again: 
“The liberty of the press is es- 
sential to the security of fréedom 
in a state; it ought not, therefore, 
to be restrained in this common- 
wealth.” (Art. XVI). And once 
more: “The people have a right, 
in an orderly and peaceable man- 
ner, to assemble to consult upon 
the common good; give instructions 
to their representatives, and to 
request of the legislative body, 
by the way of addresses, petitions, 
or remonstrances, redress of the 
wrongs done them, and of the 
grievances they suffer.” (Art. XIX).

INTERESTING DATA 


It is proposed in the year 1914, by the 
members of the Rumford Historical associ- 
tion of Woburn, to celebrate the hundredth 
anniversary of the death of Count Rum- 
ford, who died in a suburb of Paris, France, 
August 21, 1814. The celebration was 
suggested by a member,and a committee of 
the association was appointeed to formu- 
late a plan for its proper observance. 
You have been so good, Mr. Hditor, as 
to publish about the time of the last an- 
nual meeting, certain letters written by 
the Count’s daughter Sarah, to certain 
friends and acquaintances of hers in this 
vicinity, that I am encouraged to offer 
my production to you, thinking you may | 
be willing to favor me by its publication. 
In an endeavor to connect and discover 
the relationship of these persons to the 
Countess Rumford, we have enlarged 
our article to cover all the relatives of 
the Count, her father. 

My subject is an attempt to show who 
and what persons are the near relatives 
of the Count Rumford in this country. 
That he had a number of such is true, and 
when the centennial of any great man is 
observed, it is customary first to find the 
record of his descendants, and in the place 
of these to find those next related by 
blood. As to his descendants the case is 
rendered rather hopeless by the fact that 
his only child was an unmarried daughter, 
It has been intimated that there are 
other descendants of his in Europe, but 
as these persons are at such a distance 
from this country, it is not 
worth while to pay them any attention. 
Our next refuge is in the children and 
grandchildren of the brothers and sisters 
of his father and mother, and the services 
of the local genealogist are called in, to 


considered 


work upon such data as can be readily 
collected. 

As Count Rumford has been dead nearly 
a hundred years, it is not too soon to begin 
this record, and, in the course of a century 
enough relatives have been accumulated 
in that time to make quite a company. 
So I have called upon Mr. Arthur G, 
Loring, the expert genealogist, to aid me 
in my research. The Thompson part of 
the subject has been already quite fully 
covered by the painstaking work of the 
tev. Leander Thompson, in his ‘“Thomp- 
son Memorial,’ published under the 
auspices of the Thompson Family Associa- 
tion. The Simonds part is largely based 
on our own original work. We are con- 
vineed that light is shed on this part by 
an extension of our inquiries to persons 
now living among us, whose information 
has been valuable on points hitherto ob- 
secure. We do not doubt that in such 
volumes as Sewall’s “History of Woburn,” 
and Judge Johnson’s publications, > some 
information is given, which is not found 
in our sketch of the Simonds family, but 
enough has been presented in our sketch 
to show all that we have attempted. 

We have only one other word of apology. 
We have not brought every line down to 
its latest generation, because almost any 
one can trace backwards their line to 
their grandparents. 

THE WALKER ANCESTRY OF 
SARAH, COUNTESS RUMFORD 

The Walker ancestry of Sarah, Count- 
ess Rumford, may be to Samuel 
Walker of Woburn; a publication entitled 
“Samuel Walker of Woburn, Mass., and 
some of his Descendants,” published in 
the “New England Historical and Genea- 
logical Register,’ vol. 57, p. 350, covering 
the field of the subject. ‘This with the 
aid furnished by Bouton’s “History of 
Concord” and Walker's “Burbeen l’am- 
ily,” furnishes many interesting partic- 
ulars, the substance of which is given here. 

(4) Timothy Walker, son of (3) Samuel, 
was born in Woburn, July 27, 1705, died 
in 2 somewhat sudden manner at Concord, 
N. H., September 1, 1782, in his seventy- 
eighth year, after having been for fifty- 
two years the minister of that town. He 
had distinguished himself by his suseful- 
ness§ and the length of his services us the 
first settled minister\of that town. He 
had built the present house, now occupied 
by his descendant, Joseph Burbeen Walk- 
er, in 1733, or 1734, Dr. Nathaniel 
Bouton (1799-1878) in his excellent his- 
tory of Concord, says: “He was remember-

bered by a few aged people, as of full 
middling stature and size, nor corpulent, 
but portly in form and of dignified manner 
Blue eyes, and light complexion, ‘Temper, 
naturally quick, but well restrained and 
Exact and precise in all bis

facetious. Wore a large powdered wig, 
a three-cornered cocked hat, short clothes,

er he was instructive and practical, and 
calm and moderate in his delivery, His 
style was good for the period, perspicuous 
and didactic, with but few illustrations, 
but well supported with quotations from 


Scripture. His theological views were 
orthodox, according to existing standards. 
He called himself a moderate Calvinist, 
Was not partial to ministers of the ‘New 
Light’ order, and warned his people 
against their influence. He was highly 
conservative as to innovations and new 
measures. He died in a somewhat un- 
expected manner September 1, 1782, 
in his seventy-eighth year, and the fifty- 
second of hisministry. He was universal- 
ly respected, and to his people he was a 
great loss. 

He was married on November 12, 1730, 
to Sarah, daughter of James and Mary 


(Lowden-George) Burbeen of Woburn. 


| She was born June 17, 1701. 


The excellent little book on the Burbeen 
family preserves some very valuable tra- 
ditions of members of the Walker family 
concerning this worthy pastor. It 
pears that after he was ordained, that, on 
the 23d of November, 17380, having set 
out for Woburn, he arrived there on the 
24th, and, after spending a few days visit- 
ing his friends, he and his bride, on De- 
cember 1, 1730, mounted their horses and 
set out for their new settlement at Con- 
then called Penny Cook. They 
lodged the first night at their brother 
Samuel Walker’s at Wilmington, and on 
the second night at Nutfield (now Lon- 
donderry) and on December 8, 1730, Mrs. 
Walker, with five other women (wives of 
the settlers), were the first women to 
arrive permanently in Penny Cook. They 
were then in the wilderness thirty miles

beyond any white inhabitants. 
two Indian wars they were obliged to 
take refuge within garrisons, to 
themselves from being killed by the In- 
dians. Mrs. Walker enjoyed the esteem 
and respect of all her husband’s parishion- 
ers. She died at Concord, N. H., February 
19, 1778, and her monument is to be seen 
in Concord Burying ground, beside that 
(Burbeen Family, p. 14).

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EVER READY FOR FIRES 


ELABORATE PRECAUTIONS TAK: 
EN AT GOVERNMENT POSTS, 


Uncle Sam Furnishes an Excellent 

Example to the Oountry in This 

Respect—Few Losses by Con- 
flagrations In the Army. 

Perhaps the low percentage of fires 
in the army is directly due to the 
fact that guard duty is never hus- 
pended, 

In daylight and dark, during peace 
or in time of war, armed sentries walk 
their posts scattered everywhere over 
the garrisons. Falling asleep while on 
guard is a serious offence. Therefore 
the guards are always alert. Never 
{8 a sentry mounted on a post with- 
out a caution to look out for fires. 

One of the first charges in a guard's 
general orders is one in which he is 
cautioned to keep a sharp watch for 
fire. His first duty, in case a building 
{s occupied by humanity, is to warn 
the occupants. Next he turns in a 
gBeneral alarm. And when fire call % 
blown by the trumpeter at the main 
guard house every male member of 
the garrison, except the guard, is 
compelled to hurry to the scene of the 
fire, no matter where he is, and no 
matter how he is dressed. 

It is not necessary that a man 
should be in regulation uniform to re 
spond to a fire call. Military fires 
do not wait for antagonists in full 
dress parade costumes, any more than 
city fires procrastinate while the mem- 
bers of the department make careful 
toilets. 

Once a week, sometimes oftener, in 
every military garrison, large or 
Small, throughout the country, and 
there are several hundred at home 
and in our possessions, a fire drill is 
held. Not a soul save the command: 
ing officer is advised of what hour of 
the day or night or on what day of 
the week a fire call will be blown. 
As fires do not give warning of their 
coming, writes Monroe Woolley in In- 
surance Engineering, it is obviously 
advantageous that a fire drill should 
be as uncertain. 

When the fire call goes, either for 
drill or for a fight for Nfe and prop- 
erty, the soldiers rush out of their 
quarters, leave their posts in the com- 
pany kitchens, and on the drill 
grounds, picking up fire buckets and 
fire axes as they go in the race for 
the fire station. Some may be hatless, 
some coatless and others shirtless. 
But it is an honor to be among the 
first to take hold of the fire equip 
ment, 

All the officers dash for the fire 
house, too, and the highest ranking of- 
ficer present assumes the duties of 
fire chief. A run is made with chem- 
ical engines and hand drawn hose 
carts and hook and ladder trucks for 
a building designated as the scene of 
the fire. When the equipment 4s out 
for a fire drill the men take advan: 
tage of the eocasion and play water 
on the windows of buildings, giving 
them a good cleaning. 

The amount of fire fighting appar: 
atus furnished the poets by the gov: 
ernment for their protection is regu: 
lated, of course, entirely by the size 
and needs of each post,

Prussian War Centennial. 

The year 1913 marks a notable pas 
sage in the history of Prussia. A hun 
dred years ago Prussia yose against 
Napoleon, who was already weakened 
by the retreat from Moscow, and, with 
the help of Austrians, and algo a very 
large body of Russians, they managed 
to dyive the French army over thé 
frontier, after defeating it in the tre 
mendous two days struggle at Leip 
zig. 

Many are the centennial celebra 
tions that are arranged for this year, 
and, as a conclusion, it is hoped that 
the czar will visit the battlefield oj 
Leipzig at the end of the year in com 
pany with the kaiser.

China Is Now Awake. 

A water plant that has been feared 
as a pest is to be turned into a valu- 
able commercial product of Indo- 
China, if anything comes of the sug- 
gestion to the Saigon Chamber of Com- 
merce by M. Perrot, the French in- 
vestigator. The plant, Ecchornis crag- 
sipes—popularly known as Luc Bink 
—invaded Cambodia ten years ago 
from Java or the Philippines, and has 
grown so rapidly as to fill ponds and 
lakes in a short time. A single stalk 
is reported to have spread over a wa- 
ter surface of 700 square yards in a 
few months. It has caused no little 
alarm as a menace to navigation, and 
a considerable sum seems to have 
been already expended in attempts to 
destroy it. Its strong fiber, however, 
has been found by M. Perrot to be 
useful for textile purposes. From 100 
pounds of green stalks he obtained 
nine pounds of fiber, and a fifth-inch 
yarn or cord from this supported a 
weight of 100 pounds. The cord can 
be woven into matting or canvas. This 
can be dyed any color, and is suitable 
as a substitute for woven cane in fur- 
niture, but is expected to be especial. 
ly valuable for rice sacks. Such sacks, 
equal to jute, can be made lighter than 
jute by treating with chrome alum.

Daniel Marlowe, a resident of 
Montvale for “the past 41 years, 
passed away at 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing at his home 169 Washington 
street. For 27 years he has been a 
valued employee of the Woburn 
street department. His ill health 
dates back to last October when he 
was compelled to quit work, and 
he has been gradually failing from 
that time until his death. 

Daniel Marlowe was born in 
Belfast Ireland 75 years ago.

ORE TRAMPLED INTO PUDDLES 


Economical, Though Somewhat Prim- 
Itive Methods Used at Many 
Mines Throughout Mexico. 

It was at Pachuca, Mexico, that the 
patio system of separating silver had 
Its origin. This system is still fol- 
lowed extensively at the silver mines 
throughout Mexico. The ore is crushed 
and worked down to a state of pud- 
ile. It is then spread out to a depth 
of two or three feet over the paved 
floor of the courtyard, or patio. To 
this mass sulphate of copper is added 
{n powder, about fifteen pounds of sul- 
phate to three thousand poynds of 
puddle, This is trodden into the pud- 
ile by horses. Several gangs of old, 
worn-out horses or mules, about twelve 
(n a gang, are seen in various parts 
of the patio, being driven round in 
tircles to tread in the sulphate. 

On the next day six per cent. of 
common salt is added and in two more 
flays one hundred per cent. of pure 
quicksilver, or as much as the assay 
of the ore shows is required. This 
mass is then trodden up by horses for 
fifteen days. It is then wheeled to a 
large tank through which passes a 
rapid stream of water. This washes 
away the clay, leaving the silver and 
quicksilver. This residuum is poured 
into coné-shaped canves bags through 
which most of the quicksilver runs 
out, and what remains with the silver 
is passed off with the vapor by means 
of heated retorts. 
Silver is lost, and even the vapor is 
brought by cold water to its original 
state and used again and again. The 
quicksilver soon rots the hoofs of the 
horses and the mules, but the Mex- 
fcans themselves do not seem to be 
much the worse for it even though 
they wade around in the puddle for 
days at a time —Harper’s Weekly. 


Can’t Beat the Smokers. 
Local tailors are receiving orders 
from their customers that at least 


one asbestos pocket be placed in ey- 
ery suit and every overcoat they 
make, as a result of the new “no 


smoking” rule of the Philadelphia Rap- 
id Transit Company. 

A widely knovean Walnut street tail- 
or placed a large order for asbestos 
today, and when asked if he had been 
employed to make an asbestos suit 
he explained: 

“Why, some of my customers are 
bringing back their overcoats to have 
the asbestos pocket fixed. They want 
the pocket as a saving in cigar bills. 

“There is no danger to the clothes, 
as there is a little flap on the asbes- 
tos pocket that makes it partially air- 
tight, and the cigar, without air, goes 
out almost as soon as it is placed in 
the pocket. It smokes very little, and 
there is no danger that the conductor 
will attempt to put off the passenger 
with the asbestos pocket.”

Ridiculous, If Not Disgusting, He 
Declares—Mental Disorders 
Should Be Looked To. 

“In every line of mental research 
(t is admitted that prevention ts more 
(mportant than cure—with the exoep- 
tion of mental diseases,” says Clifford 
Whittingham Beers, who created a 
sensation a few years ago when, un- 
der the title A Mind That Found It- 
self, he published a,record of his years 
of insanity and of his awakening from 
mental death. “Our scientific atti- 
tude toward diseases of the mind is 
truly amazing. We consider them as 
something unavoidable. We watch 
stupidly the disease running its 
course from a slight disturbance of 
mental processes until the first ¥io- 

tent manifestations of insanity. 

“If a man presents the slightest 
symptoms of pneumonia or even 
measles he receives immediate treat- 
ment of some kind, On the other

“The public should be convinced 
that insanity is a disease like any 
other disease; people must be taught 
to seek intelligent advice promptly 
whenever something ‘seems to be the 
matter with their nerves,’ instead of 
concealing their fears for mere shame. 

“Had J, for instance, at the age of 
eighteen, when I began to worry my- 
self into a state of depression, had 
access to advice and information, and 
had I, as a result of an established 
and widespread interest in mental 
hygiene, sought such advice as a mat- 
ter of course, as persons threatened 
with tuberculosis now seek the help 
and advice they need, I am confident 
that I should not have suffered the 
affiiction of mental disorder. Though 
I took medicine for ‘nerves,’ I did not 
find the remedy I needed, which was 
a verbal corrective for thought and 
fears which were to prove my tem- 
porary undoing. 

“It may take some time before a 
sick man is no more ashamed of call- 
ing on a physician for incipient insan- 
ity than for a cold in his head, but 
let us hope that time will arrive even- 
tually. A campaign of education is 
sorely needed to dispel the supersti- 
tions still prevalent in the public 
mind as to the cause of insanity.” 


About Bagpipes. 

The Bulgarian delegates would have 
been interested if they had heard be 
fore leaving that the Prince of Wales 
was learning the bagpipes. For the 
pipes are the Bulgarian national in 
strument, as Sir Charles Eliot shows 
by a striking illustration.
